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Since the advent of the space age less has been heard of that 
earlier technological breakthrough, nuclear power. This 
issue of Penthouse fills the gap with an enlightening and 
authoritative report in the form of an exclusive interview 
(page 34) with Glenn T. Seaborg, the Nobel Prize-winning 
nuclear chemist who is chairman of the Atomic Energy 
Commission.

Don't Go To Bed by Lawrence E. Lamb (April) 
on the whole is accurate; its message is 
important, and much of the information in it is 
new. On one point, however, the author is 
wrong. He says that ‘‘Until the Cape Kennedy 
physiologists began their intense research .. . 
there were only two minor studies on bed 
rest...” The fact is that there was a whole 
series of articles on the evil sequelae of 
excessive bed rest in the Journa/ of the 
American Medical Association for August 19, 
1944, plus the important later researches by 
Albright on the loss of calcium from the bones 
during bed rest, and the elaborate studies by 
Friedemann at Northwestern University Medical 
School in 1945 and 1946. 

Among many other publications one might 
mention the report on Urinary Calculi in 
Recumbent Patients by Joelson in the JAMA 
for September 8, 1945. It is therefore mis- 
leading to say, as Dr. Lamb does, that the value 
of bed rest is ‘more or less taken for granted 
traditionally”. The current attitude among 
physicians is that “Complete rest is no cure for 
tension: it only gives one time to reflect on 
unmet obligations, mistakes already made, and 
tough problems lying ahead.” 

Another point is that to get one’s rest sitting 
up in an overstuffed armchair can also be 
pernicious. A rocking chair is much better !—Dr.

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| begin with Dr Asimov’s most severe near- 
term threat, the collapse of civilization within 
30 years because of overcrowding. Given 
present trends, Europe as a whole will have no 
greater density of people than West Germany 
today (632 people to the square mile). It can 
hardly be argued that West Germany is a land 
of economic deprivation or collapsed civiliz- 
ation. To go a step further, few large areas will 
in 2000 have population densities of more than 
400 people to the square mile, and the US will 
have only 85; yet the Netherlands in 1968 had 
a density of 960. Anyone who has visited the 
Netherlands knows that this is one of the most 
civilized places on the globe. 

In fact the situation is more hopefui than that. 
Almost every Western country is in a situation 
which Mr. David Riesman described in The 
Lonely Crowd as ‘incipient population decline’. 
The fertility rate in the United States is at an all- 
time low, lower than in the ‘30s when we were 
worried about depopulation, and falling so 
rapidly that if we were to employ the historical 
trends analysis Dr. Asimov uses we would find 
that the US would be empty by the year 2100! 
A drop in the fertility rate as a result of rises in 
the standard of living is a well-observed 
phenomenon and presumably will apply in 
Asia and South America as well as Europe and 
North America. 

This brings us to the second near-term 
disaster predicted by Dr. Asimov: death by 
pollution. Now this is a severe threat. It can 
only be corrected by more technology, not less. 
Unwanted by-products from transportation, 
farming and our bodily functions can be render- 
ed harmless, but only by use of vast quantities of 
energy. The only pollution-free source of 
energy now available is nuclear fission. 

In his calculations of the nuclear energy 
available, Dr Asimov is in error. He seems to 
have calculated it from the energy efficiency of 
present-day “burner’’ reactors which require 
natural U-235. However, the ‘‘fast-breeder”’ 
reactors already under construction use not 
only U-235 but breed plutonium from the now- 
useless U-238. So far are we from running out 
of U-238 that it is probable that before the year 
2000 we can cease mining uranium altogether 
and still meet our growing energy needs for 
centuries. 

We should be wary of simplistic methods of 
predicting. Dr Asimov does us a service by 
showing the limits of present trends and the 
need to change them. Such predictions hope- 
fully force us to think about alternatives and do 
some serious planning for the future. But when 
simply used to predict an inevitable doom, they 
are too simplistic and can have harmful effects 
on our thinking.—Jerry Pournelle, Ph.D., Laure!

SPARKLING CONVERSATION 


Vintage time on the Marne, as grapes are gathered for the champagnes of Moet & Chandon, 
leading French house 


f all the wines of the world, the 
O-: intriguing, elegant and 

inviting—and perhaps the most 
misunderstood—is champagne, the king 
of wines. One needn't qualify as a 
champagne expert, versed in every 
technical detail, to enjoy the stuff, of 
course. But some knowledge of the 
ground rules will increase the sheer 
pleasure of imbibing, and help develop a 
more intelligent approach to the use, 
purchase, and partaking of champagne. 
Following are answers to basic questions 
about the noble nectar, as well as 
clarification on a few points of general 
misinformation. The probe is confined to 
French champagne, which is, after all, 
the prototype, and, according to the 
originators, the only sparkling wine 
legally entitled to the designation 
“Champagne.” 
Q. What is champagne, precisely ? Why 
is it unique ? 
A. \t is an effervescent wine, made from 
prescribed grapes and according to 
precise government regulations, in 
Champagne, a district of northeastern 
France. It is the wine of that region, and 
no other made there may bear the name 
Champagne, un/ess it is made in the 
designated manner. All other sparkling 
wines of France are called ‘Vins 
mousseux”’. 
Q. Clue me in. Why special grapes ? 
A. The principal grapes are the Pinot 
Noir (red), which makes the great 
Burgundies, and the Chardonnay 
(white), the grape of the finest Chablis 
wines. 
Q. Red grapes? But champagne Is 
white or pale gold in the glass. 
A. Ah, so. But red grapes make white 
wines if they are fermented “off the 
skins,’” as the vintners say. In fact, the 
proportion of red grapes to white in most 


French champagnes is two to one. 
There is a champagne made of all 
Chardonnay grapes such as Taittinger 
“Blanc de Blancs.” It is usually more 
delicate, and seemingly a lighter and 
perkier potion. 
Q. What about those precise rules and 
regulations ? 
A. The important one, and the thing you 
should look for, is asecond fermentation 
in the bottle—where the wine is in 
contact with the yeast—and sufficient 
ageing. “Connoisseurs” make quite a 
fuss about such words as cuvée, 
remuage, dosage, etc. which are merely 
details along the production line. 
Q. “Brut” champagne is often mention- 
ed. Is that the best ? 
A. The word “brut” simply:means dry, or 
absence of sweetness. It is neither a 
grade nor a term related to quality. After 
brut in the scale of sweetness comes the 
extra-dry, followed by sec, which is 
noticeably sweet. 
Q. So aman who prefers table wines dry 
should choose brut champagne ? 
A. In most cases yes. . . certainly as a 
pre-dinner aperitif, or with appetizer 
fish and meat courses. But think a 
moment. Don’t you take a port with fruit 
or cake, a sweet sherry or even liqueur 
with dessert? Following the same 
principle, select an extra-dry or sec 
champagne with a sweet dessert or as a 
“refreshment” during the afternoon or 
evening. 
Q. Isn't champagne the wine that goes 
with everything ? 
A. Baloney! Give me a robust red 
burgundy with a steak any time. | will 
admit, though, that champagne mates 
beautifully with nearly all foods. One 
unusual combination, a favorite on Air 
France, is champagne and orange Juice. 
It happens to be a great eye-opener

after a big night; also an ingratiating 
brunch-time tipple. 

Q. Any more Juicy champagne snorts ? 
A. Let's see! French 75: in a tall glass, 
stir a tablespoon of lemon juice, 
1% oz gin and 1 scant teaspoon super- 
fine sugar with cracked ice. Fill with 
chilled French champagne. To be French 
through and through, substitute cognac 
for the gin. Then there’s the King’s Peg, 
popular in Britain, asomewhat simplified 
version of the above. An ounce of 
cognac over ice, in a wine glass. Fill 
with chilled champagne. For a quick 
Parisian punch, pour 3 ounces each of 
triple-sec and cognac over a block of ice 
in a punch bowl. Stir to chill. Add 2 
well-iced bottles, of champagne. Stir 
quickly. Float thinly sliced orange 
sections on top. Dip a slice of orange 
into each cup, when serving. And here’s 
a sensually delicious yet simple dessert, 
from the old Brasserie Universelle, that 
you should know about. Spoon poached 
fruit sections over ice-cream. Peaches, 


pears, apples, whole grapes—like that. 
Add a splash of champagne just before 
serving. Unbelievable ! 

Q. Is champagne hard to handle at 
home ? 

A. Not when you're privy to a few 
professional tips, like these: Store 
bottles on their sides—a fairly cool 
corner in a closet will do as a “wine 
cellar.’ Before serving, chill for 3 or 4 
hours in the refrigerator, in an upright 
position if that is possible. Be respectful, 
don't jiggle or shake the bottle. The 
trick to opening is to hold the cork 
firmly (a napkin or dish towel helps) and 
twist the bottle. Allow some of the 
pent-up gas to escape before extracting 
the cork by manipulating the bottle 
sideways. Hold the bottle at a slight 
angle, and be careful that the cork 
doesn’t point at any one, including 
yourself. Pour slowly, pausing to let the 
foam settle. Then pour again. Don’t fill 
a glass more than half. 

Q. How do you make a loud “‘pop’’? 

A. You don't, at least you try not to, say 
the French. Too much champagne is 
squandered that way. Follow the direc- 
tions above and you'll get a satisfying 
“opthutt,”” without losing any of the 
liquid. 

Q. How come there are so many 
insinuating references and cartoons 
associating champagne with lecherous 
old rakes ?

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A. To paraphrase a prize-winning TV 
commercial: what love can’t conquer, 
maybe champagne will ! 

Q. Getting down to the nitty-gritty, does 
champagne act as an aphrodisiac ? 

A. Well, French people drink a lot of 
champagne—and you know how it is 
with the French. But seriously, as the 
comedians often say, champagne ob- 
viously gives a psychological lift. As to 
the physiological, the impact is like that 
of other wines. Only faster. Champagne is 
my ideal aphrodisiac, but if you are look- 
ing for others, try Aphrodisiac Cookery: 
Ancient and Modern (Greg and Beverly 
Frazier, pub. Troubador Press Inc.). 

Q. How faster ? 

A. Those tiny tender bubbles do more 
than look pretty. They increase the rate 
of absorption into the blood stream and, 
incidentally, speed up the effect of the 
champagne on the imbiber. 

Q. You mean Candy is dandy but 
champagne is quicker ? 

A. By George, you've got it! Or should | 
say, by Dorothy? 

Q. There seem to be many types of 
groovy champagne glassware, tall 
skinny glasses, shallow saucers with 
hollow stems, goblets. Which is con- 
sidered proper ? 

A. To begin with, a specific champagne 
glass is not necessary. The hollow-stem 
saucer is about the worst—it allows the 
bubbles to escape too quickly. Almost 
any good-sized wineglass is more than 
adequate. If you're out to buy, however, 
look for a tulip-shaped glass (tapering 
slightly towards the rim), with a 6- to 
8-ounce bowl and a comfortable stem. 
Q. Like everything else, champagne is 
“cheaper by the dozen.” So you'd 
advise buying by the case ? 

A. Ordinarily, no. French champagne is 
at its best when it reaches the liquor 
store. It rarely improves after that, but 
will hold well for about 10 years, in 
proper conditions. Keep a couple or 
three month's supply on hand for galas 
and spur-of-the-moment celebrations. 
Replenish as necessary. In other words, 
let the liquor store act as your warehouse. 
Q. \s there a rule of thumb for calculating 
the amount of champagne needed for a 
party ? 

A. As a pre-dinner aperitif, 1 bottle 
(26 oz.) will do for three or four people. 
If you're serving champagne during the 
meal allow one bottle for each couple. 
lf it’s champagne all the way—before 
and during a dinner (a nice way to do, 
incidentally) —better figure on a bottle 
per person. You may not use it all, but 
chilling does no harm, and it’s preferable 
to have over than run short. Just open 
one bottle at a time, as called for. 

Q. Final query. How come you do a 
whole piece on champagne without 
using neat words like “bubbly,” “gay.” 
and “jeroboam”’ ?

of Imperial Willie Loman and Christopher 
Plummer playing Wellington as a dandified 
George Plimpton. 

Sergei Bondarchuk, the Soviet director who 
created the masterful War and Peace of a 
couple of years ago, has been handed one of 
the silliest scripts about historical figures since 
the old Daniel Boone show lost its sponsors. 
Even admitting that war is getting harder to 
package for the matinée crowd, what with 
mass_ killings and obliterated cities and all, 
there is no excuse for reducing Napoleon’s 
final gasp to a tag match with Beau Brummell. 

Since many of the principals have per- 
formed credibly elsewhere, one suspects that 
the failure springs from the cacophony that 
‘must have plagued the set: the stars are 
American, Canadian and British, the screen- 
writer Irish, the director Russian and the 
producer Italian, No wonder all considerations 
of national stakes ‘and political purposes are 
ignored : it must have been hard getting this 


gang to agree on the time of day. The gala 


opening (invited) audience, predisposed to 
acceptance, quietly endured most of this 
turkey—including some of the most paralyzing 
longueurs in the history of film—without 
flinching, but by the end there was a lot of 
booing, hissing and unsolicited laughter. In 
fact the only enduring impression carried 
away from the evening was an imagined 

{ nt office at 20th Century Fox 
which shelled out $25 million to re-create the 
Japanese invasion ‘of Pearl Harbor (said to be 
more expensive than the original) in Toral 
Tora! Tora! has an exact counterpart in the 
front office in Moscow which put up most of 
the $25 million sunk in Waterloo. 

After such an expensive lead balloon, film- 
makers. may well feel that history is bunk. 
But there are other options. On the one hand, 
the mock-seriousness can be cast aside and 
historical figures dealt with as irreverently 
and truthfully as fictional’ ones. Alternatively, 
historical settings without specific figures can 
yield insights that literal truth would hide. 
This latter method is used in The Last Valley, 
a remarkable historical film set during the 
Thirty Years’ War in Germany. Despite the 
lead roles of the ever-fine Michael Caine and 
heart-throb Omar Sharif (in perhaps his best 
acting job), James Cavell’s re-creation of an 
earlier era is being roundly ignored on the 
circuits. It’s a shame, because The Last 
Valley is beautifully acted and directed, has 


an interesting script and raises some war/. 


peace questions more searchingly than any 
film of the last couple of years. 

Presenting historical figures as fictional 
characters is something that has always been 
done better by other media than movies. For 
example, Tom Paine danced nude on stage 
two seasons ago, and currently figures from 
the American Revolution are strutting on the 
television screen. The only major film to 
attempt the technique recently was Oh What 
A Lovely War, an adaptation of a stage piece.

not, that so effectively recreate the past as 
The Battle of Culloden which can still be seen 
frequently on’ Educational Television. By. 
using a sensational technique, Watkins is not 
forced to falsify history to maintain interest. 
The characters are not idealized as they are in 
Cromwell or in so many others, they are not 
removed from history like in Patton, nor are 
they given any kinky 20th century hang- ‘ups 
like poor Tchaikovsky in The Music Lovers. 
Other recent films break out of the historical 
trap in similar ways, The best is undoubtedly 
Bertollucci’s The Conformist which, set in 
Italy of the ‘30s, traces an aristocrat’s effort to 
be a good fascist. In Burn! Brando plays an 


_agitator for British Intelligence in the 1840s, 


drawing not a few lessons about imperialism 
in the 1960s. In The Confession, Costa- 
Gavras (the director of Z) uses his B-movie: 
action techniques. to study the victim of an 
early ‘50s show-trial in Russia. And_ in 
Investigation of a Citizen Above Suspicion 
the character of a duce, the antithesis of the 
hero of The Conformist, is graphically drawn. 

The final irony is that all of these excellent 
movies, most of which ended up on end-of- 
the-year best lists, were made for under $2 
million and some for less than $1 million. In 
other words, some jing like 25 movies of the 
quality of The C ormist could be made with 
the’ money spent on just one Waterloo. What 
will History say about, that?

POP SPIN-OFFS. 

The music business is a goldmine ‘with a rich 
vein of other resources for staking by other 
branches of entertainment, There is a lot to 


offer in the pop field: stars with ready-made | 


images; an assured audience; adaptable 
forms of lyrics and’ ‘composition; and a whole 


/ new area of subject matter. So it was no 


surprise to find that Easy Rider ‘s ‘score’ was 
simply a few folk and rock ballads used to 
mark time during transitions in the narrative. 
In Woodstock .. . the movie, where we were 
invited to help celebrate the event, we paid. 
to see (and hear) performers from much 
closer to the stage than anyone but camera- 
men and Aquarian employees ever got. The 
movie, minus all the ° ‘Nation’ ‘public relations, 
was in effect a star parade: from Ritchie. 
Havens to Jimi Hendrix's closing anthem, it 


~ was a straightforward film of the show. 


Gimme Shelter marked a change. It was 
the Maysles- Zwerin account of the 1969 
and grounding at Altamont 
Speedw y by The Rolling Stones. This‘ 
more than a mere spectacle. It proceeded’ 
toward a singular event, a murder, and not all 
ical flash in the world, not even the 
f released beauty “Wild Horses”, 
could deflect. attention from that end. Still, 
the selling | power behind the project was the 
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value of The Rolling Stones as a draw, their 
great and global appeal as rock’s black angels. 
They had fostered their market value in the 
movies.through a dozen albums, legendary 
tours and private antics. 

Joe Cocker, the British singer who 
resurrects Ray Charles in each song, gave us 
two excellent albums on A & M Records 
before organizing a tour of his own in early 
1970. His group, under the stewardship of 
Leon Russell and varying in number from 20 
on up, came to be called Mad Dogs and 
Englishmen and successfully swarmed all 


over ‘American stages. The album made from 


the tour (Mad Dogs and Englishmen, A&M. 
SP6002) is considered a near-perfection in 
“live” recording. And this” year a mov, Miead 
Dogs and Englishmen, featuring ’ ‘Joe Cocker 
the Rotating Rocker and his 42-member 
communal touring company” lets you see 
them perform in 
America’, under the auspices of MGM. The 
episodes. and ‘the atmosphere of a pop music 
enterprise prevail. 

Home-grown pop luminaries have also 
dabbled in celluloid. Country Joe. MacDonald 
contributed music for the movie version of 
Henry Miller's Quiet Days at Clichy and was 
one of several pop composers. and performers 
to aid in Zacchariah, ‘'a head of his time’. 
Meanwhile, Harry | Isson, who sang. the hit 
theme song for Midnight Cowboy, created 
one of the year’s more ambitious and enjoy-_ 
able television broadcasts, The Point, \t was a 
charming animated cartoon parable about 
The Point and a little boy who helped 
everyone Get It. (The well- -groomed songs 


from the show are available on record: The 


Point, RCA LSPX- 1003). Several weeks 
later, Paramount released a movie, Friends, 
whose music was composed, in part, by 
1971's first new star, Elton John.

Story, has inspired the greatest number of 
record “versions” in a decade, proving that 
the art of the cross-over between entertain- 
ment media can work both ways.

| seemed like an ordinary day in the 
life of William Matthews of Phila- 
delphia. He was assistant manager of 
a bank branch but in line for a pro- 
motion he didn't know about. There 
were two more things he didn’t know 
about. The bank had asked for a credit 
report on him from a local credit bureau, 
standard procedure because, among 
other things, a hefty insurance policy 
would be taken out for him in his new 
position and the financial risk had to be 
ascertained. The other thing Mr 
Matthews didn’t know was that he was 
also being investigated by the FBI. 

It happened that his son, who had 
recently graduated from college, had 
applied for a government job in a 


security-sensitive area. The FBI, doing a° 


thorough job, was checking on Mr 
Matthews to see whether anything in 
the son's background would make him a 
poor security risk. 

Unaware that he was being investi- 
gated by two agencies, Mr Matthews 
went about his business as usual. The 
chances are that he wouldn't have 
acted differently even if he had known 
what was going on. That is, unless he 
could have foreseen the kind of report 
that the investigations could produce. 

With a busy day ahead, Mr Matthews 
wanted to get to the office early. So he 
skipped breakfast at home and stopped 
briefly instead at the local coffee shop. 
There he had a brisk chat with the 
owner, Fernando Perez. Mr Perez was a 
Cuban and an ex-revolutionary. 

At 8.30 Mr Matthews arrived at the 
bank, He glanced through three folders 
containing loan applications that he 
would have to dispose of that day. One 
application was from a young film 
producer who was planning to make a 
documentary on migrant apple-pickers 
in upstate New York. This young man’s 
political beliefs, which he expressed 
loud and often, had at first caused 
Matthews to feel that he was an un- 
sound risk, but careful analysis of his 
last two ventures as well as of his 
investments which he had offered to put 
up as collateral, had convinced the 
banker that he was mistaken. The film- 
maker was an excellent financial risk. 
Mr Matthews would approve the loan 
request for $15,000. 

As far as Harry Winslow's application 
for a $1200 home improvement loan 
went, he would have to say no. This was 
going to be difficult because he had 
known Harry for a long time. But, 
unfortunately, friendship cannot be the 
basis for a business transaction. Harry, 
who was a construction worker, already 
had two small loans, but bad weather 
during the winter had prevented him 
from obtaining work. So Harry had fallen 
behind on his repayment instalments. 

The third application was from Jack- 
son Steele, a Negro who had attracted 
brief notice last year when he organized 


a rent strike. He now wanted $5,000 
with which to open a dry-cleaning 
establishment. Although his finances 
and his business plan were somewhat 
shaky, the bank had adopted a soft 
policy toward black capitalist ventures. 
Mr Matthews decided that he could 
recommend a loan for $4,000. 

He finished seeing the three appli- 
cants ahead of schedule and before 
leaving for lunch he confirmed his 1.30 
flight to Pittsburgh and 8.30 return. 
There, he would see a local businessman 
who had branched out into manu- 
facturing in that industrial city. Mr 
Matthews wanted to see the plant 
personally in order to determine where 
his bank would be able to help. No 
bank likes to lose a good client. 

Just before leaving he remembered 
the telegram from Diners Club he had 
stuffed in his pocket that morning. Mr 
Matthews had bought a new car in 
February and a large down-payment 
had caused him to fall behind in his 
payment. He contacted the credit man 
at Diners and, to everyone's satisfaction, 
promised payment within 20 days. 

As he was walking down the street a 
long-haired kid approached him and 
asked him to sign a petition. It urged the 
Governor to change the marijuana laws 
so that first offenders would not 
receive the same heavy sentence as 
pushers. Like so many other Americans 
of his generation, Mr Matthews was 
deeply disturbed by the drug problem. 
He knew that many of the kids had at 
one time or another used pot. In fact, 
hadn't the sons of both Robert Kennedy 
and Governor Cahill been arraigned on 
such charges ? This petition presented a 
moral dilemma for Mr Matthews. 
Certainly, he was against all drugs, but 
he was also against injustice and he 
felt that the present law was unjust. 
With reservations he signed the petition. 

Afterwards, remembering that he was 
out of his favorite scotch and that liquor 
stores would be closed on his return 
from Pittsburgh, he also stopped to 
purchase a bottle. 

These delays caused Mr Matthews to 
arrive at the airport just a few minutes 
before departure time. The plane was 
unusually crowded and the stewardess 
seated him next to a young man who 
looked vaguely familiar. But hard as he 
tried Mr Matthews could not recall 
where he had seen him before. When he 
made some small talk it became 
obvious that his traveling companion 
was not in a conversational mood. Mr 
Matthews sat back and read 7ime. 

Events in Pittsburgh proved interest- 
ing, If uneventful. As planned, Mr 
Matthews returned home that evening 
on the 8.30 flight. 

Two days later, Tom Farrell, the First 
Vice-President of the bank, called Bill 
Matthews to his office and informed 
him of the investigations. There were 


two dossiers, he explained—one from 
the FBI who had been checking on him 
because of his son’s job application and 
the other from the credit bureau. The 
reports, Tom Farrell confided to Mat- 
thews, were unbelievable. Because 
they had been good friends for years 
aside from being business associates, 
Tom showed Bill the two dossiers. 
Among the items included : 

1. Associates with known ex-Cuban revo-

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Bill Matthews was speechless. He 
couldn't understand how these con- 
clusions had been arrived at and how 
such a false and unfair picture of him 
could possibly have been presented. If 
the first vice-president and the branch 
manager had been familiar with the 
collection methods of data banks, 
neither would have been so amazed. 

For instance, the local credit bureau 
had had a file on Bill Matthews since 
1949, the time he first applied for a 
charge account. But, because of the 
inquiry, a new check on Mr Matthews’ 
finances was made. The credit card 
company had checked with Central and 
determined that Mr. Matthews was 
Currently behind in his payments to 
Diners Club. What they neglected to 
add was that he had had a card for 
16 years and had never, in all that time, 
not paid a bill. 

One of the standard checking techni- 
ques credit bureaux use is to call the 
neighbors and local shopkeepers. 
Though Mr Matthews rarely held parties, 
one of his neighbors felt malicious to- 
ward him and seized the chance to 
damage his reputation. The allegation 
was fabricated but it was not double- 
checked because of the time and the 
expense. Similarly, the questions put to 
the local shopkeepers were naive and, 
taken out of context, could be mis- 
leading: ‘When was the last time so and 
so made a purchase ?” “‘At what time ?” 
It was this sort of questioning that 
produced the information that Matthews 
was an ‘afternoon drinker’. 

The FBI, who had an_ investigator 
following him that day, was able to add 
many other items to Mr Matthews’ file. 
Simple observation revealed that he had 
contact with a Cuban ex-revolutionary, a 
radical film-maker, a black militant, and 
an average Joe. But because he made a 
business decision on approving loans 
for these individuals, his political senti- 
ments were thought to be involved, 
and were recorded. 
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A simple phone call to the credit 
bureau by the FBI agent produced all the 
information they had put together about 
him. Another call to the airline got a 
printout of the seating arrangement on 
the airplane. Though Mr Matthews did 
not know it, he happened to sit next to a 
known student radical. Hence the entry 
“Associates with student radical.” 

A Senate sub-committee on con- 
stitutional rights, headed by Senator 
Sam J. Erwin Jr., Democrat for North 
Carolina, is holding hearings on data 
banks to determine whether they are 
violating the privacy of individuals. 
Some alarming revelations have been 
made, pointing to the possibility of 
“dossier dictatorship’’—control based 
on comprehensive knowledge of an 
individual. 

If you stop to think about it, right now 
there is a lot of information around 
about you. From the day you were born 
in a hospital you (or your parents) have 
been completing forms that give a 
portrait of yourself. Every time you use 
your credit card to buy gasoline, for 
example, a computer is informed of 
what brand you prefer, where you have 
been and how far you have traveled 
since your last purchase. The same 
holds good when you use your credit 
card for purchasing merchandise. Major 
airlines with national computerized 
reservation centers keep track of where 
you go, whom you travel with, what 
hotel reservations you made, what phone 
you called from to make them. 

But the most comprehensive source 
of information about you is your Federal 
income tax return. An amazing amount 
of information other than financial, can 
be gleaned from these reports. Basically 
such data as your age, occupation, 
place of business, marital status, health 
and names of your children becomes 
apparent. You also tell the IRS when 
you have changed jobs, residences, or 
wives, whether you have driven a Car, 
served on a jury, of won a prize. From 
your charitable contributions, the IRS 
deduces your religious affiliations. 

ls there a dossier on you ? Right now, 
for the average American, there are at 
least 10 files containing detailed facts of 
his personal life. These dossiers are 
being compiled by state and local 
governments and by hundreds of private 
firms. For instance, if a man does not 
have a file with the FBI or the military, 
he has a good chance of being included 
in the computerized information bank of 
the Central Intelligence Agency, one of 
the Congressional Security Committees, 
the Passport Office, the Justice Depart- 
ment’s Division of International Security, 
the Internal Revenue Service, the Social 
Security Department, the Census Bureau 
and more than 2,000 credit bureaux 
that are tied together in a national net- 
work, not to mention the credit card 
data banks of oil companies, hotels, 
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airlines and travel and expense card 
companies such as Diners Club and 
American Express. 

Additional inputs into your dossiers 
come from hospital records, moving 
companies who take Inventories of your 
possessions, insurance companies, 
school records that include !O scores, 
grades, and reports of emotional diffi- 
culties, state motor vehicle bureaux, the 
Passport Office, loan applications and 
military records. Information is being 
collected all the time. Shortly the Post 
Office will be scanning the envelopes of 
your mail. And next will come scanning 
of license plates. Computerized and put 
into a data bank, this information will 
record who you have corresponded with 
and where you have traveled. 

In most cases, the information col- 
lected about you is used to check on 
your financial reliability. Credit card 
companies, landlords, merchants and 
others want to find out if you are a good 
credit risk. They want to make sure you 
don’t run up a string of bills and then 
skip. Not too long ago, a secretary. in 
Washington, D.C., during her lunch 
hour, signed an agreement to rent an 
apartment. She had to give the usual 
references. When she returned to the 
rental office after work to complete the 
arrangements, a form was attached to 
her lease listing her employer, her 
monthly salary and other data, including 
the fact that she had once let a bill go 
unpaid for three months. The rental 
agent grabbed the form as she was 


reading it. “That's there by mistake” he: 


explained. “It's just routine. Everybody 
gets checked on.” 

Information received on paper is 
easily transferred to tape, which com- 
puters can process and store. The 
information can be later retrieved, In 


part or in whole, by feeding the 
individual's code number into the 
computer. The machine will rapidly 


print out whatever is desired, or the 
information can be exchanged direct 
with other processors over electronic 
data lines. 

When the Associated Credit Bureau of 
America issues a report, it also prints a 
disclaimer: ‘This information has been 
obtained from Sources deemed reliable, 
the accuracy of which this organization 
does not guarantee. The inquirer 
(member) has agreed to indemnify the 
reporting bureau for any damage arising 
from misuse of this information. It must 
be held in strict confidence.” But 
practically anybody can obtain a credit 
report simply by paying a fee. And, of 
course, employees in credit bureaux 
have unlimited access to your flies. 

American Airlines reports that they 
fill at least 15 requests per day from a 
Federal agency for printouts of their 
passenger list including the telephone 
number from which the reservation was 
made, destination, traveling companion, 


and hotel reservations. 

Though the Census Bureau is. not 
supposed to make any of its information 
on individuals available, this rule is 
skirted by getting the Census Bureau to 
administer questionnaires for other 
Federal agencies. In fact, the Bureau 
devotes more than half of its time to 
these projects. It has canvassed such 
groups as elderly farm workers, opto- 
metrists, lawyers, widows, veterans, 
and snake bite victims. The questions 
are as diverse and probing as those on 
the decennial census itself. They include 
such subjects as bomb shelters, smoking 
habits, and birth control methods. 

The 1970 Census had a long list of 
controversial questions, such as : 

How much rent do you pay ? 

Do you have a clothes dryer ? 

Do you have a telephone ? If so, what is 
the number ? 

Does your TV set have UHF ? 

Do you have a flush toilet ? 

Do you have a bathtub or shower ? 


Many people felt that a number of 
queries had been included at the request 
of private institutions or industry groups 
looking for aid in product designs and 
market decisions. 

There is extensive sharing of infor- 
mation between many Federal agencies, 
partly to reduce costs. In fact, these 
transfers are sanctioned by Government 
statute. There are rules for protecting 
privacy of individuals, but these are 
difficult to enforce; computerized in- 
formation can be duplicated so the 
original can remain with the lending 
agency, also there is no structure for 
enforcing these rules. 

Hence the cases of unsanctioned 
transfers of information. There is the 
example, well known around Washing- 
ton, of a Government employee who 
released personal information that 
eventually got into the hands of a real 
estate broker. He used it to check out 
protective tenant information for a 
housing complex. Certain Congress- 
men, who were checked out and then 
solicited, were upset about the invasion 
of their privacy. 

Many people are unaware of the 
continual exchange of personal data 
between the Internal Revenue Service 
and other agencies. For example, jurors 
have been challenged and disqualified 
on tax cases when the prosecutor got 
the IRS to find out if their dealings 
with the tax authorities would make 
them unfavorably disposed towards the 
government. Many state and local 
governments exchange computer tapes 
with the IRS so they can check each 
other's tax records. States make avail- 
able computer tapes of auto registration 
lists with name, address, year and 
make of car. 

If incorrect information is fed into the 
system, what happened to Mr Matthews 
can result. And if the computer is tied

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LENN T. SEABORG 


NOBEL PRIZEWINNER AND ATOMIC AUTHORITY 


Glenn Theodore Seaborg made the 
nuclear age possible by co-discovering 
plutonium, the element that powers both 
the nuclear reactor and the nuclear 
bomb. He was also the co-discoverer 
during the following 18 years of eight 
other transuranium elements, achieve- 
ments which earned him a Nobel Prize 
for chemistry. A scientist whose nuclear 
know-how brought him into the orbit of 
government, Dr Seaborg served on the 
Manhattan Project and in various official 
advisory roles before being appointed by 
President Kennedy to head America’s 
Atomic Energy Commission. He has 
been chairman of the commission for 
the past decade, having been reappoint- 
ed by President Nixon, and this post has 
lately pitched him into unaccustomed 
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public controversy. Activists of the 
protest generation, including some of 
his own former students, depict him as 
a begetter of nuclear menace, ignoring 
his exceptional contributions to peace- 
ful causes. He was not only the co- 
discoverer of numerous isotopes used 
in medicine, such as iodine 131 and 
cobalt 60, but was also a leader of the 
scientists in the diplomatic initiative 
that produced the 1963 Limited Nuclear 
Test Ban Treaty. A kindly and shy giant 
standing over six and a half feet tall, he 
was born in Michigan 59 years ago, 
raised in Los Angeles, and has a family 
of four sons and two daughters. His 
wife Helen was secretary to the late 
Dr Ernest O. Lawrence, famed physicist 
and cyclotron pioneer. He went to 


UCLA and Berkeley, and headed the 
department of chemistry at Berkeley 
after World War ||. He was Chancellor of 
the University when he left to join the 
AEC. A diplomat as well as a nuclear 
chemist and administrator, Dr Seaborg 
headed the U.S. delegation to the UN's 
Third Conference on the Peaceful Uses 
of Atomic Energy, and is due to journey 
to Geneva again to chair the Fourth 
Conference. In this exclusive Penthouse 
Interview, conducted by Joseph Trento 
in the chairman's office at AEC head- 
quarters in Germantown, Maryland, 
Dr Seaborg discusses with rare openness 
the progress of nuclear power, the 
prospects of nuclear conflict and/or co- 
operation, the chances of nuclear acci- 
dents, and his critics’ charges. 


Penthouse: The nuclear age is 30 years old 
already. After what occurred in New Mexico so 
long ago on the sand of Alamagordo are you 
surprised to be here ? 

Seaborg: Not if you mean surprised that there 
hasn't been a nuclear war. Some credit, | 
suppose, must go to the existence of the bomb 
on both sides for the fact that this disaster 
hasn't happened. But that’s an unprovable 
proposition, and aside from that | continue to 
believe that man will not use nuclear power for 
war, but will use it for peace. 

Penthouse: Do you consider that your fellow 
scientists who have worked and are working on 
nuclear weapons are doing enough to prevent 
the military use of such devices ? 


Seaborg: | think they could do more, though 
just how they might go about this is not clear, | 
guess, to some of them. It takes a certain 
singlemindedness and dedication of purpose. 
And of course many of them are occupied with 
their daily tasks like everybody else, which | 
suppose is the biggest part of the problem. 

Penthouse: Along with Dr Edward Teller you 
are being called every name in the vocabulary 
by some contemporary activists—they’ve even 
talked of Dr Strangelove. In the American 
Association for the Advancement of Science, of 
which you are president, certain young 
scientists have indicted you for what they call 


crimes of “science against the people”. 
Seaborg: Yes. | would only say that this 
misrepresents everything | am trying to do. | 
hope | can explain it to them. | think we should 
encourage the participation of youth in 
scientific and technical activities—engage 
them at all levels in the realities of life. Our 
purpose should be not to blunt their idealism, 
but to capture what is good and constructive in 
them, to harness their energy and creativity, and 
grow with them. Merely to decry young people’s 
alienation, to speak of their immaturity or their 
unrealistic, non-negotiable approach to achiev- 
ing their ideals, is pointless—disastrous. We 
must show young people how science can 
work towards the cure of our environmental ills. 
Penthouse: Critics describe nuclear power as 
deadly to the environment. How does it com- 
pare with other energy sources in terms of 
pollution ? 

Seaborg: Radiation and environmental studies 
were undertaken by the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission long before ecology became a house- 
hold word. During fiscal 1971 the AEC spent 
more than 71 million dollars on about 1000 
different research projects related to man and 
his environment. Our research shows that 
nuclear power is the cleanest, environmentally 
speaking, of any current power source. And we 
want to make it cleaner. 


Penthouse: What about the charge by Dr 
John Gofman, a former student of yours, on 
AEC radiation standards? He says they will 
increase cancer deaths by 32,000 each year in 
the US alone. 

Seaborg: That charge is wrong, and wrong by 
along way, because it’s based on an assumption 
that is completely invalid. That assumption is 
that everyone in the US would be subjected to 
radiation at the upper limit of the standard for 
exposure of the average population from all 
sources other than medical. But the fact is that 
the radiation limits set at the boundary of our 
nuclear plants prevent the average person from 
receiving any but a small dose. So small that in 
reality Dr Gofman’s theory would result in less 
than one additional death per year. Dr H. J. 
Dunster, former chairman of the International 
Commission on Radiological Protection—the 
oldest and most respected of all standard- 
setting groups—stated this in another manner 
when he wrote that the estimate of 32,000 
deaths “at the present level of development of 
nuclear power in the United States is certainly 
wrong by a factor in excess of 1,000,000.” 
Penthouse: Much of the new critical mood 
towards nuclear power in general is probably 
due to the public’s anxiety about the military 
side of your business. 

Seaborg: Of course. There’s always been a 
public fascination with nuclear weapons, as 
well as an understandable fear of them. So the 
AEC’s role in pursuit of the peaceful atom is 
perhaps inevitably complicated by its military 
responsibilities. But how exasperating it has 
been to receive such letters as this, a typical one 
from a fifth-grade schoolteacher who wrote: 
“| am teaching my class a// about nuclear 
energy, please send me a picture of an atomic 
bomb—and some mushroom clouds if you 
have them.” Over the years we have received 
thousands of such requests. It really makes us 
wonder about our communications concerning 
the peaceful atom. 

Penthouse: Baseless as much of the hostility 
to nuclear power may be, there does seem to be 
some reason for disappointment, in that the 
atom was once held out as something that was 
going to make electricity cheap and plentiful, 
which has still not happened. What, then, are 
the benefits to the consumer from nuclear 
reactors ? 

Seaborg: Civilization as we know it will grind 
to a halt unless we can develop nuclear power. 
Nuclear power came just in time. Reserves of 
oil and gas are fast disappearing in the US. Coal 
is in tight supply and is more valuable for use as 
other than fuel for electricity production. So 
nuclear power will provide a much needed 
source of power. With the advent of the breeder 
reactor, nuclear power will provide a virtually 
limitless supply of low-cost electricity in all 
parts of the country. This electricity will be 
almost pollution-free. 

Penthouse: In parts of the US increased con- 
sumption of electricity has caused blackouts 
and brownouts. How soon will it be before 
nuclear energy provides enough electricity to 
put an end to that ? 

Seaborg: By the year 2000 our power con- 
sumption will be four times what it is today. Our 
expanding technology, our lifestyle, is so geared 
to more power consumption that if tomorrow 
we suffered an instant cutback of 20 — 30% of 
our total energy consumption we would 
probably witness the collapse of our civilization. 
For example, we are turning on more air- 
conditioners and television sets. Unless we 
provide more power, or the public decides to 
cut back drastically (which will not happen), 
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we won't see a decrease in blackouts. When 
adequate plants are put into operation they will 
bea part of the past. 

Penthouse: That is also your answer, pre- 
sumably, to people who ask—when they read 
that half the power used in America by 1999 will 
be nuclear—"Do we really need all this power ?”” 
Seaborg: | am pleased you asked that because 
the question involves the fundamental thinking 
in one very questionable Earth Day slogan, “All 
power pollutes”. It is unfortunate that those 
concerned with ecology often have a one-sided 
viewpoint towards energy. Because of man’s 
abusive use of some energy, they believe that an 
energy-intensive society such as we have 
today must inevitably “self-destruct”. Changes 
in national goals, public attitudes and private 
lifestyles may reduce the rate of growth of our 
energy consumption, but those who believe we 
can reduce our total energy consumption fail to 
take into account three things: (i) We are going 
to have a significant increase in population 
over the next few decades even if we are 
successful in our population control effort; (ii) 
The basic physical needs—and hence basic 
energy demands—of that population will be 
enormous, because we are in the midst of a 
social revolution that will inevitably raise the 
standard of living of the world’s underprivileged 
peoples; (iii) Vast amounts of energy—energy- 
intensive industries—hold the key to saving, 
not destroying, the environment as we grow to 
meet the human demands ahead. 

Penthouse: Does it have to be nuclear 
energy ? 

Seaborg: You may be familiar with the state- 
ment that man has consumed more energy in the 
last 30 years than in all previous human history. 
Well, almost all that energy has been consumed 
in burning non-renewable fossil fuels—coal, oil 
and gas—produced by nature over the course of 
millions of years. We are rapidly depleting the 
remaining recoverable supplies of these natural 
resources, and it gives me little comfort to hear 
that we may have a 20-year reserve of natural 
gas or 50 years of petroleum or even several 
centuries of coal. | reject these assurances on 
other than quantitative grounds. By simply 
setting a match to these irreplaceable resources 
in order to generate power we are consuming 
more than just their energy. We are destroying 
materials essential to industry, transportation 
and recreation. We are also accepting the 
worst levels of air pollution—a health hazard 
already approaching disastrous proportions in 
some areas of our country. 

Penthouse: What about the potential of other 
non-fossil power sources, such as harnessing 
the tides, or geothermal heat ? 

Seaborg: The possibilities of such energy 
sources are being investigated, but indications 
are that, while they may make a contribution to 
local needs, they cannot be expected to make 
much contribution to our total energy demands. 
For example, it has been estimated that if 
geothermal heat were used in a fully efficient 
manner, there would be only enough pro- 
duction of power for one-twentieth of our needs. 
Penthouse: How many nuclear plants are in 
operation in various countries ? 

Seaborg: The United Kingdom has the most 
with 29, The US now has 20. The USSR has 
11. Some 14 countries now have plants—some 
only one—and in the development of the liquid- 
metal fast breeder reactor, major programs are 
under way in the UK, France, West Germany, 
Italy, and Japan. 

Penthouse: The question that bothers people 
living near these plants is whether it’s safe to 
have atomic energy being produced close by 
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their homes. Is it ? 

Seaborg: An explosion in any power plant, 
nuclear or conventional, can be tragic, but of 
course a nuclear explosion would be impossible. 
The conditions required for such an explosion 
don’t exist in a nuclear plant. However, radio- 
activity could be released through other kinds of 
accidents, and this is why nuclear plants are 
constructed and designed with redundant and 
back-up safety systems—to prevent or minimize 
the possibility of an accident. The safety record 
of the nuclear power industry is unparalleled, 
and a maximum effort is being made to see that 
this record stands. 

Penthouse: You mentioned the fast breeder 
reactor, which is near prototype development. 
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| agree with the doctor who 
wrote to me that the entire 
cost of the atomic energy 
program could be justified 
on the basis of our medical 
work alone. Every day the 

atom is helping to save lives 
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There is controversy over this type of plant, 
which some critics consider an out-of-date 
technology to pursue by comparison with the 
fusion reactor. 

Seaborg: No, it is not out of date. The fast 
breeder can over a period resupply its own fuel, 
and fuel other reactors. It is within reach tech- 
nically, and we have an enormous power 
demand now. To drop the breeder reactor 
would be a tragedy. Fusion is being researched 
at the AEC with great hope but so far we have 
not completed the necessary laboratory ex- 
periments. If some unforeseen circumstance 
holds back fusion development, as it has in the 
past, we would be unable to meet our power 
requirements without the fast breeder reactors. 
| expect to see fusion in operation by the year 
2000. It will be a wonderful power source, but 
it will take many more years to transform it from 
theory to a commercially feasible power source. 
Penthouse: So conirolled fusion, with its 
pollution-free power, is many years off ? 
Seaborg: Yes. Our scientists, and the scientists 


of other nations, are making breakthroughs, but 
it is a long tough battle. We will succeed, | 
believe, and the effort will be worthwhile, but 
it will take many more years. | hope by the year 
2000 we will have the first fusion demon- 
stration plant. | believe fusion will be the 
ultimate power technology, but it is still in the 
laboratory, yet to be proved. 

Penthouse: Would a crash program similar to 
Project Apollo allow the AEC to develop a 
pollution-free reactor sooner ? 

Seaborg: | don’t think that a crash program is 
really needed. Nuclear plants do not generate or 
release the type of pollutants emitted by fossil- 
fired plants, of course, except for waste heat, 
sometimes called “thermal pollution’”’. Only tiny 
amounts of radioactive nuclides are released to 
the environment from the present reactors. 
Because of the efficiency of these current 
plants a crash program is not needed. This is 
not to say we ought to stay where we are—we 
must move ahead with an active development 
program for the breeder and controlled fusion 
and we are doing that. 

Penthouse: There are other sides to nuclear 
energy besides fuelling electricity production 
and exploding bombs, aren’t there ? What about 
the medical spinoff ? 

Seaborg: Every day the atom is helping to 
stave off disease and save lives. | agree with a 
doctor who wrote to me that the entire cost of 
all of the atomic energy program could be 
justified on the basis of our work in medicine 
alone. More than 100 radioisotopes are being 
used in medical research. Each year hospitals 
employ eight million therapeutic treatments or 
diagnostic procedures using these isotopes. 
Cobalt-60 is used to treat cancer. lodine-131 is 
used to diagnose various thyroid disorders and 
to treat hypertension. The list goes on and on. 
Penthouse: At the start of the atomic age 
some hopeful scientists said the world would 
bloom as a food source with help from nuclear 
science. That didn’t happen, but what is the 
progress in increasing the planet's food supply ? 
Seaborg: With or without success in popul- 
ation control the number of people on earth in 
the year 2000 will be double what it is now. 
Furnishing the food for this community of 
seven billion is a farm chore that the atom has 
already undertaken. To begin with, nearly 100 
new plant strains have been developed through 
mutation by radiation, including some basic 
food crops. Two good examples are a high- 
yielding rice in Japan called Reimei, which 
contains twice the normal amount of protein. 
Another is a fast-maturing strain of pear! 
millet, ideal for parts of Africa and India where 
weather restrictions aggravate food shortages. 
The farmer also does more than feed the world. 
He helps to clothe and house it, and the atom 
helps there too. Radiation is helping create 
more appealing textiles such as the wash-and- 
wear fabrics. Jt can also help the timber 
shortage by cultivation of trees with a strain 
developed for building and construction. And 
there is an important tie-in with nuclear 
reactors producing something more than 
electric power. Large nuclear plants could 
produce economic heat energy that could be 
used to desalt seawater for irrigating areas near 
our Coastlines. 

Penthouse: Another side of nuclear potential 
is commemorated by a giant crater in the 
Nevada desert called Sedan, a leftover from the 
now dormant Plowshare Program. Sedan could 
be a harbor. Is there still a future for this kind of 
engineering ? 

Seaborg: Yes, | think that nuclear explosives 
are going to be used for peaceful purposes both 


by the US and the Soviet Union. The nuclear 
powers are pledged to make peaceful nuclear 
explosives and the necessary services available 
to the non-nuclear signatories of the Non- 
Proliferation Treaty. There are of course two 
kinds of Plowshare applications: excavations 
and then what is called underground nuclear 
engineering. The latter is concerned with the 
economic recovery of such resources as gas 
from tight geological formations. 

Penthouse: Are Plowshare devices the same 
as weapons? 

Seaborg: No, they are cleaner in regards to 
radiation, but the basic technology is the same. 
Penthouse: Doesn't mining natural gas and 
oil via Plowshare compete with the AEC’s own 
reactor program ? 

Seaborg: Oh no, not really ; natural gas and oil 
have specialized uses, and even if all electric 
power were produced through nuclear plants 
we would still need them. 

Penthouse: Are you satisfied with private 
industry's role in the development of nuclear 
power? 

Seaborg: They have done an awful lot, but 
because the burden of producing more power 
is on us they will simply have to do more. We 
are facing a critical power shortage, so critical 
that every sector will have to put forth the best 
of efforts. 

Penthouse: To use Plowshare in excavation 
projects, wouldn't the 1963 Test Ban Treaty 
have to be amended ? 

Seaborg: Yes. Before any large-scale projects 
can be undertaken, like the building of a 
harbor, or a canal such as the new Panama 
Canal, the treaty will have to be amended. We 
have two contradictory commitments—the 
Non-Proliferation Treaty and the Test Ban 
Treaty. There will be a problem. It will have to be 
thoroughly explained to a large number of 
nations and they will have to be convinced to 
win their vote for lifting the total ban on devices 
used in the atmosphere. New standards for 
Plowshare-like devices will have to be set. 
Penthouse: Back in 1963 in the USSR you 
signed a memorandum of cooperation in the 
field of peaceful atomic energy. Since that trip 
has the agreementlived up to your expectations ? 
Seaborg: Yes. We have exchanged visits of 
delegations in a number of areas of mutual 
interest. We have had individual scientists to 
work in laboratories—Russians here and 
Americans inside Soviet laboratories. These 
exchange visits are long-term, up to a year and 
more in some cases. In addition we have had 
exchanges of many documents. | believe our 
cooperation with the Soviet Union has been 
very successful in the peaceful uses of atomic 
energy. This spirit of cooperation has continued 
even during times of stress between our two 
countries, and it has helped to ease that stress. 
Penthouse: Is the United States considering 
sharing gaseous diffusion technology with 
other nations? This process is necessary for 
power reactor fuel, but is it not the same 
technology used in building nuclear weapons ? 
Seaborg: Yes, we are considering this idea. 
\f this technology were shared it would be done 
only with friendly and responsible nations, and 
for a price. Safeguards of the highest nature 
would guarantee that this technology would 
go only to where it was properly directed. 
Penthouse: Dr Seaborg, your achievements 
encompass discovering plutonium, which is 
the heart of the nuclear weaponry, and con- 
tributing to the limitation of the arms race, 
notably in the 1963 Test Ban Treaty. As a man 
so involved in both aspects of nuclear armaments 
are you confident of peace ? 
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Seaborg: Yes, but such a situation will not 
arrive by default. It will require us to press hard 
on the diplomatic and the scientific fronts. | 
believe that scientists can and must play an 
active role in solving difficult technical problems 
and in alleviating tensions and smoothing the 
way for relationships that will be absolutely 
necessary to reach arms limitation agreement. 

Penthouse: What are your feelings now about 
being responsible for discovering plutonium ? 

Seaborg: To answer that we must go back to 
the situation we faced. !t was World War Il, 
and we were all genuinely frightened, thinking 
that we were in a race with Nazi Germany to 
produce the atomic bomb. We worked very hard, 
almost to the breaking point, to make sure the 
United States won that race. Finally, when the 
weapon was perfected, we had the satisfaction 
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of knowing that perhaps a million American 
lives, and a large number of Japanese lives, 
were saved because an invasion of Japan was 
no longer necessary. | was a member of the 
Franck Committee which advocated in the 
spring of 1945 a demonstration test of the bomb 
off the coast of Japan, in the hope that it would 
not have to be used after that. 

Penthouse: In the three decades since you 
discovered it, your element plutonium has 
touched everyone's life one way or the other. 
Does it still have potential ? 

Seaborg: Over the next 30 years we foresee 
development of a plutonium-fueled artificial 
heart which will reduce disablement of tens of 
thousands of people. We are also envisioning 
the use of plutonium-fueled power systems 
for travel to the planets. Needless to say, | am 
gratified by this side of plutonium’s life. 
Penthouse: Do you miss research work ? 
Seaborg;: Yes, and very much. There has been 
nothing in any of the positions | have held since 
| left the laboratory that is equal to the excite- 
ment of ascientific discovery. 

Penthouse: Would you say that the US 
weapons program has been a success ? 
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Seaborg: As for weapons development, | 
think our so-called “achievements” in the past 
25 years should be measured by the fact that 
they have not been used since Hiroshima and 
Nagasaki. There has been considerable ad- 
vancement in nuclear weaponry since World 
War II. But we have been fortunate in using 
these weapons only as a deterrent. The peaceful 
uses of nuclear power need not present any 
problems in limiting the arms race—in fact the 
knowledge we have should help make such 
agreements easier to reach. 

Penthouse: Do you think modern man has 
become insensitive to the dangers of nuclear 
war? 

Seaborg: No, | think most people, in America 
and other countries, are quite sensitive to such 
dangers, and | have a healthy respect for this 
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sensitivity. | think the great majority of Ameri- 


cans realize, for instance, that the United 
States and the Soviet Union are mutually 
vulnerable to nuclear attack. But | believe they 
also realize that this mutual vulnerability can 
deter attack, and exert a powerful force on the 
nations to work out their differences, not play 
them out. | am convinced most Americans want 
to end the arms race with mutual disarmament 
under the strictest of controls. And | fervently 
hope that the SALT talks succeed. 

Penthouse: Some people believe that the 
nuclear threat has contributed to a “‘live for 
today” attitude among the young people of the 
world. Do you subscribe to this theory ? 
Seaborg: | don't think so. As the father of six 
children, | put it to a couple of my boys—and | 
believe that they are about as active and aware 
and as with-it as anyone—and they did not feel 
it was a good description of their peers. 
Penthouse: You held office as chairman of the 
AEC during the Cuban crisis in 1962 when the 
US came closest to using its nuclear weapons. 
Seaborg: Yes, one had the feeling of living on 
the edge of a cliff. It was a period of enormous 
apprehension. 


Penthouse: You came to Washington under 
John F. Kennedy's New Frontier, didn’t you ? 
Did he make the appointment personally ? 

Seaborg: Yes. Needless to say | felt surprised 
when he phoned me—and awed. | asked for 
time to consider the appointment, and he said: 
“Sure, let me know tomorrow.” | went home 
and told my family, of which the youngest was 
just one year old, about the phone call and the 
job offer. | asked their advice on what | should 
do. As a result they voted 7 to 1 for turning 
down President Kennedy’s offer. But because 
of the way my family operates, in a democratic 
manner, | vetoed the decision and went ahead 
and accepted his offer! The first time | met him 
was in the reviewing stand in front of the White 
House following his inauguration on January 
20, 1961. | found him exciting from the first

Penthouse: As a young man when you first 
went in for science, attending high schoo! in 
south Los Angeles, did you ever have any 
notion of rubbing elbows with Presidents and 
becoming a world figure yourself ? 

Seaborg: | guess my goal in those days was a 
limited one, to earn enough money to go to 
UCLA. | fulfilled that ambition by working for 
the Firestone Tire & Rubber Company in the 
nearby town of South Gate, California. | earned 
40 cents an hour. | worked on the graveyard 
shift at Firestone and | had the responsibility of 
testing the entire production for that shift. One 
night | found every batch defective. | had to 
walk down into the production line and place 
“hold” slips on each batch, and needless to say 
this did not win the friendship of any foremen as 
unfinished rubber piled up in huge stacks. That 
morning | went home and suffered with 
insomnia, wondering if | would be working the 
next evening. It turned out | had been right and 
saved the company from sending out deficient 
tires, and it won the confidence of the head 
chemist for me. 


Penthouse: It has been charged that the AEC 
allowed uranium mill tailings to be used for 
construction purposes in Grand Junction, 
Colorado, and this material was still radioactive. 
Is this true ? 

Seaborg: Hindsight is always 20-20, you 
know. | believe the agency acted in what it 
considered to be a responsible manner at the 
time. The tailings belonged to a mill at Grand 
Junction and it was the mill which made them 
available without charge. Back in 1961 the 
AEC notified the states that we had no 
jurisdiction in the matter. The reason for this was 
that the mill tailings had an extremely low con- 
centration of fissionable materials. We also told 
them that we felt that a public health problem 
might be involved if the tailings were used for 
construction purposes. The AEC is currently 
cooperating with the State of Colorado and the 
Public Health Service in a survey of buildings in 
and around Grand Junction to determine just 
how many buildings were built on the tailings. 
Our best estimate is that about 3,000 structures 
are involved. | must emphasize, as the Colorado 
Health Department has done, that there is no 
reason for great concern at this point. There 
does not appear to be any significant public 
health hazard. Looking back one could make a 
case that the AEC, with its greater resources and 
experience with radiation, should have acted 
more vigorously than it did. However, | don’t 
believe it would be fair to say the AEC acted in 
an irresponsible way. 

Penthouse: Senator Mike Gravel of Alaska, 
along with some scientists’ claims that con- 
struction of all nuclear plants should stop 
because they are inherently dangerous, and 
that the funds should be diverted to improving 
fossil sources. What do you think of this view ? 
Seaborg: | disagree—human health, lack of a 
reasonable supply of fossil fuels, a need for this 
material in more important alternate industries 
where there is no nuclear or other better 
substitute on the horizon... Well, there are many 
reasons. It is not enough to say there is sufficient 
coal. The questions are: Where is that coal? At 
what economic and environmental cost can it 
be made available ? What cost will we have to 
pay in human health? These problems must be 
faced by the entire energy industry. 

Penthouse: Of all the charges leveled at you, 
which bothers you the most ? 

Seaborg: The most offensive is the accusation 
of giving people the means to destroy them- 
selves and their world—to procreate wildly and 
rob this planet of its last spot of beauty and rape 
its last resource. To this charge | have only one 
answer: If the fact that we can produce 
abundant power to bring man the foundation 
for health, happiness and peace can be seen 
only as a means of advancing man’s most tragic 
traits and challenging his creativity then our 
concern is far graver than the problems of 
nuclear power. 

Penthouse: What is the future environmental 
picture for nuclear power ? 

Seaborg: Long before the end of the century, it 
will have become routine for the high-level 
waste produced in reprocessing fuel from the 
new nuclear plants—about 1000 of them—to be 
converted to solids and buried or stored where it 
cannot reach the biosphere. Located according 
to a national electric power siting plan, and 
equipped with the latest cooling technologies, 
these new plants will not be allowed to unleash 
harmful thermal effects on the environment. In 
some cases the waste heat will be diverted for 
such benefits as desalinization of the oceans. 
Penthouse: If there is a health penalty for 
continued reliance on fossil fuel plants, what 


health benefits can we look to from nuclear 
plants ? 

Seaborg: Well, let me just throw out some 
possibilities. If air pollution were cut 50 per 
cent, a newborn baby would live three to five 
years longer. That same reduction in pollution 
would cut the death rate from lung disease by 
25% and death from heart and circulatory 
illness 10 — 15%. In addition the savings to us 
because of the improved health would be 
about 2 billion dollars a year. 

Penthouse: /s it not realistic to think that 
sometime in the future the reactor program will 
see a serious accident? After all, you predict 
1000 power plants in 1999 versus the 20 we 
have today. 

Seaborg: Realistically, some accidents and 
failures can be expected. No technology, no 
matter how excellent the engineering, con- 
struction and regulation, can guarantee 100% 
safety or reliability. But | can say with con- 
fidence that the chances of such accidents 
seriously affecting lives or property beyond the 
plant boundary are extremely low. | believe also 
that the prophets of doom—and some of our 
more vehement critics fall into this category— 
will be disappointed in the coming years. The 
accidents that can be expected will nowhere 
near approach the disastrous proportions that 
they imply is inevitable. 

Penthouse: Obviously, with fossil fuels run- 
ning out, nuclear power is the only answer 
within our technological grasp, but what of the 
intervening 30 years or so? 

Seaborg: This may surprise you—coming from 
the chairman of the AEC—but over the next 
30 years the major portion of our electricity will 
be produced from the burning of coal, oi! and 
natural gas. And | would be speaking in any- 
thing but good conscience and in the best 
interest of the country if | did not say emphatic- 
ally that we had better do everything possible to 
develop these resources to the best of our 
ability, to see that they are mined, transported 
and used safely, economically and with as little 
harmful impact on the ecology as possible. 
Much is being done in this direction. Much 
more needs to be done. And the public must 
learn to understand that refinements and 
improvements to develop fossil fuels will cost 
them money and be only an indirect benefit. 
But the future still rests with nuclear power, 
and the next 30 years will move us from the first 
generation of nuclear power plants to the more 
advanced breeder, and to the point where half 
of our electricity will have nuclear origins. 
Penthouse: The anti-technology people fear 
a society that submits to technology will be one 
without personal freedom. Is there such a 
danger ? 

Seaborg: | have no doubt that many people 
envision the complex, efficient and organic 
mankind as a nightmare—an anthill civilization 
in which individuals are mere automatons or 
mindless cells in an emotionless body. | do not 
agree with such thinking. What | see evolving is 
quite opposite to this. It is a world in which 
freedom of action and choice, and individual 
creativity and sensitivity are enlarged by the 
growth and application of knowledge and by 
greater efficiency and organization. These 
elements buy time and provide freedom. It is 
ignorance, confusion and waste that enslaves 
and will eventually destroy. 

Penthouse: When your time ends at AEC 
what are your plans ? 

Seaborg: To return to the University of 
California and teach—lI am a tenured professor 
there—and engage, | hope, in research work. 
Penthouse: Dr Seaborg, thank you. 
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“Thou art well named, Alexander the Great!” 


hen Women's Lib adherents com- 
plain that everywhere the deck is 
stacked against them, they neglect to 
mention what they want us to do about 
the inbuilt discrimination of language. 
Dr. Benjamin Spock memorably faced 
the dilemma in the preface to his fam- 
ous book of baby care: “Everywhere 
I've called the baby ‘him. | think girl 
babies are as wonderful as boy babies. 
But in every sentence | can’t say her or 
him’ and | can’t say ‘it’.”” In those calmer 
times when his book was first published 
Dr. Spock was content with a polite 
apology: “|! hope the parents of girls 
will understand and forgive me...” 
Now that those girls are grown up 
and angry, however, they seem to be in 
no mood to understand and forgive 
various other facts of life, and it can only 
be a matter of time before the sheer 
inequality of language provokes them 
further. Will they then demand suitable 
variants for words like mankind, man- 
hunt. manhole and manpower? Will 
they fret at phrases like man the guns, 
man the lifeboats or every man for 
himself, or will they concede that the 
use of the word man might be preserved 
in such essentially virile expressions ? 
As it happens, English is capable of 
simple modifications on this front, but 
in many world languages—and _ isn't 
Women’s Lib a world movement ?— 
full equality would necessitate a basic 
change in language itself. For most of the 
world’s languages are constructed with 
the feminine gender in a secondary 
role. Apart from English, European 
languages divide all nouns into mas- 
culine and feminine, or masculine, 
feminine and neuter genders. In addition, 
Latin languages have separate words 
for the pronoun they according to 
whether it refers to men or women. From 
the time a French child, for example, 
begins to speak, he learns that there are 
two words for they—//s for males and 
elles for females. But suppose he wants 
to say they for girls and boys together ? 
Then, he is told, he must use the 
masculine form, notwithstanding the 
relative sex representation of the group. 
Suppose a sizeable delegation of a 
French Women’s Lib (La. Liberation 
de la Femme), accompanied by one 
solitary male, organized a protest demon- 


newspapers reporting the event would 
use the masculine form of //s to describe 
the protesters, because of the one man 
among the crowd of women. Before 
the feminine form e//es could be used, 
the delegation would have to be 100% 
feminine, at least in gender. 

This situation is even more striking 
in other Romance languages such as 
Italian, Spanish and Portuguese, where 
the subject pronouns such as they, 
we, etc. are usually dropped from the 
verb form but gender remains evident 
in adjective or participle endings. So,

if 500 women and the above solitary 
male are sitting or lying in protest in the 
Square, the word for ‘sitting’ or 
“Iving’ would be masculine plural. 
Spanish even has two pronouns. for 
we—nosotros tor the masculine and 
nosortas for the feminine. However, as 
women are often in the company of 
men, nosotros becomes more natural to 
say, so much so that women frequently 
forget and use it even among and refer- 
ring to themselves. Such is the force of 
machismo, a new “in” word seen in 
English these days, usually translated 
by everything except its basic meaning 
—maleness. 
Incidentally, Spanish used the inter- 
jection Hombre! (Man!) long before 
the beatniks and later the hippies 
established it as a recognition word in 
English. Spanish women use the word 
as anormal interjection, though logically 
when talking to each other they should

say Muyyer! (Woman !). 

In Spanish the male linguistic domin- 
ance goes even further. The most polite 
way to refer to “Mr. and Mrs. Garcia”, 
for example, would be e/ senor Garcia y 
la senora de Garcia, \iterally “The Mr. 
Garcia and the Mrs. of Garcia’’— 
the de (of) clearly showing who is the 
property of whom. Along with. this 
possessiveness there exists a tendency 
to consider motherhood sacrosanct, 
with the curious reverse effect that the 
simple spoken words /a madre (the 
mother), or tu madre (your mother) 
have become a great Spanish. insult, 
representing a slur on the morals of one’s 
mother. This super-insult, the trigger 
of deaths throughout the years, has so 
affected the Spanish psyche that people 
no longer use the word at all when they 
ask about a mother or her health. “How 
is your mother?” must be expressed

?Como esta su mama? (literally “How 
is your mama?) or ?Como esta su 
senora madre? (“How is your lady 
mother ?”), To ask simply ?Como esta 
SU madre? (or, even worse, tu madre, 
which would imply more. familiarity) 
might elicit an unexpected answer in 
looks, words, or cold steel, 

Women's Lib is obviously going to 
need a Revision Commission on World 
Languages and one of its first concerns 
should be the various words for wife. 
In Latin languages the word for woman 
is also the word for wife, though the 
word man is not synonymous with 
husband, which has a special word of 
its own. Thus, in French, Spanish, 
Italian and Portuguese a man can cor- 
rectly refer to his wife as “my woman” 
(ma femme, mi mujer, mia moglie, 
minha mutier, in that order), whereas a 
woman referring to her husband as “my 
man’ would lend a raffish and vaguely 
immoral meaning to the reference. 

French may. be said linguistically to 
castigate the unmarried female. The 
word fille, which means both g/r/ 
and daughter, is a curious example and 
Care must be taken in its use. If you 
wish to specify girl, you must. classify 
her as a young girl (/eune fil/e), young 
lady (demojse/le), or daughter (ma 
fille), for if you say simply “‘a girl’ 
(une fille) you are implying that she is 
a girl Of nO account or a prostitute. 
Again there /s a separate word for boy 
(garcon),,and son (fils), making French, 
internationally famous as the language 
of politeness, semantically loaded 
against women. 

There also seems to be an application 
of the double standard in French in 
the word amour (love). Amour when 
singular is masculine, but in the plural 
it becomes feminine; perhaps a Gallic 
suggestion that a woman should love 
only one man but a man may have as 
many loves as he wishes. 

On the other side of the world, though 
old Chinese custom reputedly kept 
women in a state of bondage, the 
Chinese language traditionally used 
some of the most charming descriptive 
words for women, as references or as 
forms of direct address. For example, 
when talking to or referring to another 
person's wife, one used to use ta/-ta/, 
literally. “‘very very’ or “excessive 
excessive’, referring to her superior 
qualities of grace and beauty, while one 
referred to one’s own wife as ne/-jen 
(the inside person), indicating thereby 
where one's wife should be. The polite 
Chinese would refer to another person's 
daughter as chien-chih (the thousand 
pieces of gold), to another person’s 
mother as /ing-tang, literally “august 
hall’—combining at one fell swoop 
the qualities of stability, hospitality, 
and permanence. These 
allusive honorifics are no longer in 
fashion on the Chinese mainland where 
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both men and women now share the 
egalitarian title of ‘comrade’ —tung- 
chih, meaning both “same view” and 
“think alike”. 

Chinese Is a language without gender, 
and with the same word for he and she. 
So at first sight Chinese might seem a 
logical albeit complicated choice for a 
Women's Lib unisex tongue. But 
Chinese reveals itself to be anti-female 
in its age-old system of picture writing 
or ideographs. The combination of the 
sign for woman with other signs to make 
different words indicates a pragmatic 
view of the opposite sex. The sign for 
one woman under a roof, for example, 
means peace; three women means 
licentiousness, debauchery or fornica- 
tion; while a woman combined with the 
character for “a thousand” means 
treacherous. A woman and a _ child 
together mean good, and a woman 
alongside a pig under a roof means 
marriage (the pig standing for riches— 
not the husband, naturally). A woman 
combined with a big eye means envy, 
while a woman peeking around a door 
is jealousy. The combination of a 
woman and a mouth means /f or 
supposing—this last being perhaps the 
most astutely reflective one of all. 

At the other end of the semantic 
spectrum are the sexually preoccupied, 
if not obsessed, Semitic languages. 
Arabic and Hebrew are linguistic cousins 
in this family group. In these lan- 
guages not only are all nouns masculine 
or feminine, with which the modi- 
fying adjectives must agree in gender, 
but the verb itself must show the 
gender of the subject. If, for example, 
you were to express that you were 
giving something to someone, such 
as “| give it to you”, you would have 
to consider, grammatically, whether the 
“someone” were male or female, the 
gender of the thing being given and 
of course, your own gender. In other 
words, six possibilities exist for the 
same simple statement, all based on 
gender. Even to say “| love you” has 
four possibilities, based on whether you, 
a man, love a woman; or you, a woman, 
love aman; or you, a man, love another 
man; or you, a woman, love another 
woman. Elaborate, but not even 
Women’s Lib could complain of unfair 
discrimination. 

Russian, incidentally, has a curious 
survival whereby the sex of the speaker 
is evident only in the past tense of the 
verb but not in the present or future. 

In this AC/DC age, it should perhaps 
be pointed out that the use of masculine 
or feminine verbs plus masculine or 
feminine adjectives might well pose 
problems for people assuming the role 
of the opposite sex. For, if a person has 
used one gender all his life when refer- 
ring to himself, think how many 
potential slips of the tongue would be 
possible in any daily conversation after 
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the changeover. Neither Danish nor 
English is as preoccupied with gender 
as many other languages, and this may 
explain the way countries speaking them 
keep cropping up in sex-change cases. 

Even English, however, possesses 
many distinctly womanly words which 
most men would hesitate to use, for 
example darling, adorable etc used as 
everyday adjectives. Women, tradition- 
ally, have been supposed to avoid man- 
type language of the army and other 
virile pursuits, though the last few years 
have modified this attitude consider- 
ably. Some languages carry man and 
woman words even further. In Japanese 
the general word for / is watakushi, 
but women wishing to be ultra-feminine 
will often say watashi; while men, in the 
warrior spirit of the Samurai, will use a 
completely different word, boku. But 
such is the breakdown of the sexes that 
modern Japanese girls have taken to 
using the male warrior term instead of 
the simpering watashi. 

Among many — tribes—American 
Indians, Africans, South Sea Islanders 
and Eskimos, all sorts of linguistic 
taboos exist whereby women cannot 
mention words describing articles dedi- 
cated to men’s use, such as things used 
in war or the hunt, nor must men use 
women's words referring to cooking 
and other domestic pursuits. When 
such things must be referred to, women 
will use an allusive women’s word for 
men’s things and men will coin a special 
word for men to use for women’s things. 
The Mazateco Indians of Mexico have a 
whistled secret language in which the 
length of the whistled syllable cor- 
responds to the word. This language is 
used only by men and if a woman were 
to copy it her reputation would suffer. 
Among some Eskimos the women, by 
usage, transform the “p” and “kg” 
sounds of their language into ‘‘m” 
and “‘n”. For reasons yet unclear, it has 
been noted that within the present 
generation some Eskimo men_ have 
taken to Imitating the women in this 
peculiarity. 

Perhaps the sex differences of langu- 
ages have never been so graphically 
illustrated as in the final warfare between 
the Arawak Indians and the Caribs, 
which occurred in the Caribbean some 
hundreds of years ago. The Caribs, as 
victors, ate the male Arawaks and took 
the more comely Arawak females to 
their hammocks (Hammock itself is a 
word of Carib origin). These Arawak 
women taught their ensuing children to 
speak Arawak, though the children 
learned Carib to speak to their fathers. 
Arawak survived for generations as a 
secret woman-children language never 
to be spoken before the warrier Caribs. 
History has seldom recorded such an 
incisive incident of language divisive- 
ness based on sex. 

It may console our Women’s Libera- 


tionists that of the world’s truly inter- 
national languages English is the least 
preoccupied with gender. It does dif- 
ferentiate between fhe and she but 
there is only one word for we, you and 
they. Anything without an obvious 
gender is referred to as /t. The only time 
that feminine gender, so important to 
most of the other languages, seems to 
intrude is in the case of locomotives, 
ships and other large pieces of 
machinery, usually referred to as she. 
Come to think of it, it's a vaguely 
derogatory custom, and it’s a wonder 
Women’s Lib haven't objected. Anyway 
it could probably be cleared up by 
linguistic reform, making English the 
most serviceable vehicle for International 
Women’s Lib. 

The whole idea of gender in language, 
it must be admitted, is archaic, and 
confusing. It makes languages difficult 
to learn, since you must constantly keep 
the gender in mind so that you use the 
right article as well as the proper form 
of the adjective. !n addition it is often 
illogical—why should das Madchen 
(girl) and Fraulein (miss, or young lady) 
be neuter in German, instead of femi- 
nine ? Why should the Sun be masculine 
and the Moon feminine in most lan- 
guages but reversed in German ? Some- 
times a thing will even change its 
gender through the years—the word 
automobile started out in French as 
feminine and now it is masculine. And 
what about the words for women’s 
sexual organs, masculine in gender, 
while those of the man are feminine ? 
Or the supreme illogic that puts the word 
for vagina into masculine in French 
(/e vagin) but feminine in Spanish (/a 
vagina) ? 

Animals present another linguistic 
problem in French. Among the larger 
animals the males are masculine nouns 
and the females feminine, but in the 
smaller animals such as the frog (/a 
grenouille) the word itself is feminine. 
So, in the unlikely event that you wish 
to specify a male frog you would have 
to say /a grenouille male, in other words 
“the (female) frog male’. According to 
the same logic, the female rat would be 
le rat femelle—'the (masculine) rat 
female”. 

Perhaps the future development of 
language will eventually overcome these 
anomalies by a gradual abolition of 
gender. But language, like biology, is 
slow to change. It’s an evolutionary 
process, restrained by the power of 
custom, for people cherish their lan- 
guages along with all their inconsist- 
encies as part of their personal and 
national identities. If language dis- 
criminates it is because sex itself dis- 
criminates—language merely reflects 
the differences. Before Women’s Lib 
can achieve sexual equality in words 
they may have to wait till they achieve 
Unisex in every sense of the word. Oy 
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S. came, we saw, but the conquest belongs ex- 
clusively to 19-year-old Vida Farthing. “| came to Penthouse,” said she, “on a hunch. | never thought the magazine 
would be interested in me but | did want a job at the Penthouse Club.’ The conquest, needless to say, was as comprehen- 
sive as it was consummate. Vida got her job, and to us — the happily vanquished — go the spoils depicted in these pages. 

Vida’s interest in Penthouse began 18 months ago when a friend in suburban Harlow became one of the London club's 
first-ever cocktail Pets. ‘She kept telling me what a wonderful job it was; how well she was treated, and how many 
interesting and important people she was meeting. | wanted to apply, of course, but | felt so terribly young and un- 
sophisticated.” 

Time, it appears, has only compounded the natural interest in our lissome (38-22-35) Farthing. In her first week as a 
Petling (Pet in training) she was given a part in a feature documentary now being filmed on Penthouse (and due for 
release later this year), as well as a segment in an Italian Milk Marketing Board TV special, also filmed on location at the 


Penthouse Club. This was followed by a five-day promotion tour of Yugo- 
slavia with public relations exec Steve Yass and two other Pets. 

“I've never seen so many photographers in my life,’’ she confessed. ‘"We 
created a real sensation, particularly at the Belgrade motor show. Everywhere 
we went we were followed by hordes of people. | made three television 
appearances, attended two press conferences with Mr Yass to talk about the 
hotel Penthouse is opening in Yugoslavia and had my picture in umpteen 
newspapers.

Following the first publicity release on her then upcoming centerspread 
appearance, Vida’s training as a cocktail Pet had to be set back to accom- 
modate a heavy schedule of personal appearances, promotions and inter- 
views. ‘Though I’m not actually taking classes at the moment,” she said, 
“| carry the Pet manual with me everywhere | go. | look at it between jobs 
and at home in bed. It’s over 100 pages long but I’m getting through it bit 
by bit.” 


Added to her other commitments, Vida 
has also joined the Pet class at the Lingua- 
phone language school for a course in 
Italian, her basic preparation for Penthouse’s 
hotel and club development program in 
Europe. Her assets, however, are not con- 
fined to looks and linguistics alone. She has 
a gentle yet perceptive quality that expresses 
both uncritical wonder and consummate 
self-awareness. ‘Simple, funny things really 
tickle me,” she confides. “| have a baby 
sister and we just had to call her Penelope — 
you know, Penny Farthing. | think that’s 
really beautiful.” She admits to being 
bemused by exotic names, places, food and 
folklore. “I've always dreamed of going 
away to faraway cities and meeting people 
from other countries. When we went to 
Yugoslavia the other girls were so matter- 
of-fact about it — they’d all been to America 
and Scandinavia and the Bahamas and 
everywhere. But it was just like a dream to 
me. The world is really full of the most 
wonderful things.” 

On women’s lib, Vida is somewhat more 
precise. “| know what they’ll think of me 
posing in the nude for a men’s magazine 
but they’re wrong. | did it because | wanted 
to. It was my own choice. | agree with some 
of the things they say — equal pay for equal 


work, but most of it is silly and unrealistic. 
| don’t want to be equal to the man | love. 
He’s just got to be the boss!” To coin a 
phrase, we're banking on Miss Farthing and 
her philosophy undergoing nothing but the

Darrin and Nash-Healey roadsters of 
the 1950s were brief phenomena. Ford 
never claimed that its original Thunder- 
bird two-seater (1955-7) was anything 
but a “personal car’’. Now this year the 
stirring two-seater AMX has been 
dropped by American Motors after 
only two and a half years of production, 
with 19,138 cars built. 

But the Corvette surges on, passing 
the 250,000 mark back in 1969 (when 


Chevrolet held a ceremony to celebrate 
the achievement)., and now coming out 
of the factory at the rate of about 
30,000 cars a year. What's more, 
General Motors, the parent company, 
has made money on the car since as 
long ago as 1956, though the car is 
primarily an image car for Chevrolet, 
exerting an intangible but muscular 
effect on sales of conventional models. 
To Chevrolet, whose sales approximate 
those of all other GM divisions com- 
bined (Cadillac, Oldsmobile, Buick, 
Pontiac), the production figures for 
Corvette aren’‘t crucial. 

In fact, only a handful of Chevrolet's 
dealers stock a new Corvette in their 
showroom. During the car’s 18 years 
of production one in six of the firm’s 
6000-odd dealers in the U.S. have 
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never sold a Corvette. About half the 
annual sales of the car are handled by 
5% of the outlets, and Chevrolet 
continually receives letters from would- 
be customers who can’t find a dealer 
to sell them a Corvette—this in America, 
where Chevvies are traditionally put 
out like bread in a supermarket. 

By keeping Corvettes scarce, and 
cultivating the car's image as a pace- 
setter (it's the only model mass- 
produced in the U.S. with standard

four-wheel disc brakes and independent 
suspension all round), GM has built up 
an adventuresome world for the car, a 


world which even a flabby retired 
executive can join when he sits behind 
the steering wheel. But the car’s appeal 
is universal, from corporation presidents 
to college students. The second moon- 
landing crew, Apollo 12 astronauts 


Charles Conrad, Richard Gordon and 
Alan Bean, owned matching gold 
Corvettes. Actor Paul Newman drove 


one, and ex-President Lyndon B. 
Johnson's daughter Luci bought 
several. 


The idea for this extraordinary car 
came from the late Harley Earl, the man 
who had introduced styling to mass- 
produced cars back in the 1920s. As 
GM's _ chief stylist he noticed how 
European sports cars were capturing 
the hearts of young men during visits 
to his sons at college in the early 1950s. 
At the time the present president of 
GM, Edward N. Cole, was chief engi- 
neer at Chevrolet. He remembers the 
days when he worked on the original 
Corvette : 

“| think Harley may have wanted for 
a long time to do a car reminiscent of 
the early American two-seaters, like the 
Stutz roadster or the glamorous sports 
cars, like the Jordan Playboy—at least 
to have that feeling in a car, if not the 
physical similarity. | really believe that a 
Corvette buyer today feels that he is 
purchasing a piece of automotive history 
—the kind that is bound up with great 
sports events, with memories of the 
great touring cars of the past.” 

One indication of the car’s popularity 
is its high resale value. Another is its 
formidable theft rate—the major reason 
Corvette owners pay phenomenally 
high insurance premiums. They may be 
respectable bankers living in the most 
acceptable neighborhoods, keeping the 
car under lock and key and driving it 
only at weekends, but they still pay 
high rates. Thieves ‘steal the Corvette's 
engine, gearbox, seats—everything. 
Comedian Mort Sahl once referred to 
his Corvette as “the midnight auto 
supply’. Zora Arkus-Duntov, the Cor- 
vette’s chief engineer, woke up one 
morning to find that thieves had stolen 
his wheels and tires during the night. 
“They left the brake assembly of each 
wheel neatly sitting alongside four 
cement blocks which were holding the 
car off the ground,” he told me. 

Corvette owners must contend with 
other problems: marginal luggage 
space; sharply sloping side windows 
that place a driver's head close to the 
side glass; a hood which dips so 
severely that one must be careful when 
parking; and tires so large that it’s 
difficult driving the car through an 
auto wash. For a long time there were 
also question marks about Corvette 
quality—at least until John Z. DeLorean, 
a handsome auto purist who is Detroit's 
flashiest executive, took over as Chev- 
rolet’s boss in early 1969. It wasn't 
that the cars fell apart—they just had a 
number of annoying frailties, like instru- 
ment knobs that came off when a 
driver pulled them. 

The car, since December 1953, has 
been assembled in St. Louis, Missouri, 


where it represents a small percentage 
of vehicles produced at the plant. 
Limited production spelled second- 
class status before DeLorean’s arrival, 
and some of the plant's managers had 
been only concerned with getting it 
built quickly. DeLorean was_ highly 
annoyed by Corvette quality complaints. 
“So | had a ‘Hydrodynamic Shaker’ 
installed at the plant, and it'll uncover 
rattles and squeaks in each Corvette 
made,” he told me one day in_ his 
office, looking like a Latin movie idol 
with his long wide sideburns and 
carefully-tailored suit. “Every Corvette 
off the line,” he emphasized, “‘is driven 
by an experienced technician, and no 
other Detroit car undergoes this pro- 
cedure.” Now, computers monitor 
quality in every phase of the car's 
building sequence, and parts used in 
building it are given strict inspection. 

Only one man on each shift makes 
every seat. Doors are individually hand- 
fitted—slowly, because only a handful 
of Corvettes are made hourly. One man 
per shift builds all the convertible tops. 
Immense effort goes into the painting 
process. And so on. The result is that 
50 per cent of Corvettes off the line are 
totally defect-free, while the remainder 
need only minor fixing. If you're 
looking for a touch of “old world” 
craftsmanship, this is the plant to visit. 
And if you ask the men where they 
work, they'll tell you “Corvette”, not 
“Chevrolet”. 

Changes of model have been few on 
Corvette. The car carried the same body 
from 1953 to 1955. It had basically the 
same body from 1956 to 1962, be- 
coming more brutal-looking with the 
addition of four headlights and a 
sturdier grille. The same body also was 
used from 1963 to 1967. The 1968 
Corvette body was new and continues 
in 1971. Derived from the 1965 Mako 
Shark “dream car’’, it features removable 
roof panels. Chevrolet says it will not 
be changed in 1972. 

The next major model change, it has 
been speculated, may be a production 
version of the mid-engined show car 
seen at the 1970 New York Automobile 
Show. It postulated an engine mounted 
transversely to provide more interior 
space and had a far-out stiletto-shaped 
body (suggesting a design exercise for 
bored GM stylists), shorter, lower and 
lighter than the current Corvette. But 
the show car has long been dis- 
assembled, and there are no plans to 
produce this enormously complicated 
model. 

Since 1955, the Corvette has been 
available with a “small” V-8, which 
grew from 265 cubic inches that year to 
its present displacement of 350. It has 
also been offered with three big engines. 
A 396 cubic-incher was introduced in 
1965, but was replaced with a 427 in 
1966. A mighty 454 cubic-inch engine 


took over in 1971. Generally, the small 
engines have pulled the car to 60 miles 
an hour in about seven seconds, while 
the bigger engines have been able to do 
the same job in about five seconds. 

Among minor but valuable novelties 
found on Corvettes are windshield 
washer nozzles attached to wiper arms 
so that the cleaning fluid strikes the 
right spot regardless of wind conditions, 
and a dashboard light that tells if the 
license-plate bulb is working—no 
frivolity, since the Corvette owner has 
experience of cops who will go out of 
their way to give him a ticket just 
because he’s driving such a rakish car. 
There have been numerous mechanical 
improvements, the most outstanding 
being fuel injection and a four-speed 
gearbox in 1957; independent rear 
suspension in 1963; and four-wheel 
Delco-Moraine vented disc brakes in 
1965. 

Corvette owners will tell you that the 
most prized engine was the awesome 
427 cubic-inch V-8. Its elimination, 
though, made buying the car a much 
simpler proposition. Your choices had 
included the “L71” 427 (435 horse- 
power) and the “L89” (435 horsepower 
but fitted with aluminum cylinder heads 
and also called the “L89/L72”). This 
baffling situation caused many buyers to 
order the small-engine Corvettes and 
more than half still do, for the 350 
pumps out a lot of horsepower for its 
size. The ultimate 427 came in an 
almost impossible-to-obtain version 
called the “ZL-1". It would propel you 
to 100 miles an hour so fast (about 
10 seconds) that, unless accustomed to 
this sort of thing, you would almost be 
gasping for breath. 

Mystiques surrounding the 427 engine 
and the fuel-injected Corvette, discon- 
tinued in 1965, are still being used by 
street racers across America to mentally 
paralyze prospective opponents. Owners 
attach the small arcane “427” or “fuel 
Injection” emblems to less _ potent 
Corvettes and sit sipping a milk shake, 
intimidating anyone close enough to 
notice. 

Corvettes are, naturally, expensive 
automobiles, costing approximately 
$5,000 to $8,000 in the U.S., depending 
on options. Younger Corvette buyers 
who can’t pull out the front money for a 
new one choose the Stingray models 
of the mid-1960s. It’s not a bad choice; 
they're still stylish, extremely quick 
motorcars, and their bodies, made from 
fiberglass as are all Corvette bodies, 
don't rust. 

The most famous Corvette model ever 
produced was the 1963 Stingray, the 
first production Corvette to bear that 
name. It featured a futuristic body, which 
revived disappearing headlights, and an 
independent rear suspension system 
derived from the one in the single-seat 
CERV-1 experimental model engineered 


by Zora Arkus-Duntov and first shown 
to the public in 1960. The Stingray was 
GM's answer to the sleek Jaguar XK-E 
sports car, which caused a sensation 
when introduced in the early 1960s. 
The Corvette’s 360-horsepower fuel- 
injected engine enabled it to out- 
accelerate the Jaguar, and its suspension 
system repulsed remaining serious 
criticism of the car by European sports- 
car buffs, at least as far as Chevrolet was 
concerned. 

Comparisons with European sports 
cars are complicated by the way prices 
soar as cars cross the Atlantic. In the 
U.S. the Corvette easily undercuts the 
opposition, which may have something 
todowithwhy Gran Turismo enthusiasts, 
reflecting on what they paid for their 
Ferraris, Aston Martins and Lambor- 
ghinis, still call the Corvette “just a 
Chevrolet’. In Europe, on the other hand, 
the Corvette is put out of reach of all but 
the best-heeled by the effect of local 
taxes and import charges. In Britain a 
Corvette sells for £5,094, making it much 
dearer there than a Jaguar V-12 at 
£3,369, though still cheaper than an 
Aston-Martin V-8 (£7,501). 

So the controversy of Corvette versus 
European sports cars still rages, though 
the specialist magazines, faithfully 
chronicling a car's ultimate acceleration, 
braking and handling abilities, never fail 
to give the Corvette high marks. In a 
recent preview comparison of the Jag 
V-12 with the Corvette, Motor Trend 
foundtheJag no faster, less comfortable, 
and given to overheating, and of course 
by the time it reaches the New World it 
costs a third more. 

The exotic cars I’ve driven or owned 
simply did not justify their price. | 
recently drove a $12,000 de Tomaso 
Mangusta, whose body styling by 
Giorgio Giugiaro has led it to be called 
the world’s most beautiful car. The 
43-inch-high, mid-engined Mangusta 
also has a suspension system very 
similar to a Can-Am racing car's, and it 
sports a five-speed ZF transaxle. But its 
brakes were marginal, its handling 
tricky when pushed hard, its steering 
much too slow (4.5 turns of the wheel, 
lock to lock), its thin-shell bucket seats 
uncomfortable, its shift linkage abomin- 
able, and there was an alarming amount 
of interior noise. 

The $21,000 Lamborghini Espada has 
poor workmanship and braking ability, 
and you'll quickly develop strong arm 
muscles trying to work the $19,000 
Lamborghini Miura’s — transmission. 
Steering on the $18,500 Maserati Indy, 
which doesn’t even have an independent 
rear Suspension, is slow (five turns lock 
to lock) and stiff. 

Then there is the universal problem of 
servicing imported cars. | once waited 
three months to get front-wheel bear- 
ings for my Ferrari Super America. One 
shudders when contemplating main-

ow that nudity per se is no longer a meaningful criterion in the success 

of skin films (1 Am No Longer Curious — Thankyou), producers are resort- 

ing to those well-tested Hollywood standbys, grandeur and size and a 

cast of thousands. In an esoteric new epic called Rose/and, director 
Fredric Hobbs supersedes every skinema film ever made, not only by stuffing the screen 
to the edges with exposed epidermis, but by unveiling his masterstroke, the largest 
simulated dong in the civilized world today. Handmade in pink velvet, this premier 
phallus forms the centrepiece, both morally and visually, of an allegorical adventure 
that must strike a deep chord of recognition in every man who has ever. been strafed 
by his psychiatrist. In the shadow of Hobbs’s polemical prosthetic, the whole meaning 
of man’s existence is played out, with Adam Wainwright, a young fresh-faced voyeur, 
as the principal protagonist. Wainwright is undergoing hospital treatment for peeping 
predilections, but outrages his analyst, Dr Sistine Skate, by persistently philandering 
in a world of erotic dreams. Eventually his dreams claim him bodily as well as mentally : 
he is transported by the mystic medieval painter Hieronymus Bosch into the setting of 
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his nude-crowded Garden of Delights, cleverly tricked out 
to look exactly like Hidden Valley Ranch in Los Altos, Cal- 
ifornia, with 300 hirsute hippies meandering around it. 
Life in the Garden revolves around the icon of the pink 
pecker, and Adam is introduced to the giant glans in a 
deep and significant ceremony that ends up with a lot of 
deep and significant screwing. This is for those who find 
the main plot too metaphorical, and thoroughly to 
alienate anyone who still has sympathies for the 
psychiatrist Dr Skate, who is meanwhile doing every- 
thing he can to regain his patient by pursuing him in a 
helicopter. In a scene that must rank with Hel//’s Angels, 
the unhinged analyst smothers the Garden, dingus and 
all, with choking chemical smoke, leaving hundreds of 
hippies writhing in their histrionic death agonies. 
Adam, however, manages to elude the clouds of gas, 
but the gas has melted the polar ice-caps, and a 
torrent of water rushes in to swamp the Garden for ever. 
What follows is of unparalleled poignancy. Adam, hauling 
himself up the monster meatus to escape the floods, 
encounters the Gossamer Girl of his dreams. ‘‘Do you 
come here often ?” he inquires softly, as they fall into a 
passionate embrace, and with a superbly inventive

touch of cinematic imagery, a pink rose grows out of his posterior. The waters lap 
romantically around, and the over-inflated phallus, which once stood for pleasure, 
purity, virtue, freedom and fertility, now becomes a neat getaway boat.

The higher consorts were 
allowed to remain with the emperor so 
long as he wished, the concubines had 
to retire before the light of dawn, the 


lowly palace maids were sent away 
‘immediately after congress. Those who 


pleased the emperor were given a silver 
ting, and when they actually conceived, 
this was exchanged for a gold one. 
Ssu- ma Ts’ien’s records of the life of 
Chou-hsin list a number of aphrodisiacs 
favoured by the dragon-lover. They 


were: 


1. Three-Day Glory. Red cock (soya), 
ox-penis, fresh root-ginseng and dried 
human placenta. 

2. Celestial Thunder. Tongues of 100 
peacocks, spiced with chillis from the 
Western Provinces and flavoured with 
the sperm of pubescent boys. 

3. Hunting Lion. Long-simmered bears’ 
paws flavoured with ground rhinoceros 
horn and distilled urine (sex un- 
specified). 

The grand style of living of the early 
kings could not, however, be compared 
with the more ambitious of the later 
emperors. The Sui 
(A.D. 581- 618) began with the idea of 
building the greatest palace on earth, 


for which he conscripted 2,000,000.

When the palace suited to a Celestial 
Emperor had been completed, Yang- -Ti 
then decided to construct a circular 
track one mile in circumference, the 
surface of which was corrugated i in such 
a way that when a carriage was pulled 
round it, the jogging motion made it 
unnecessary for the copulating couple 
to make movements of their own. — 

Yang-Ti died in 618 A.D. and within 
a century the Dragon Throne was again 
occupied by a ruler of voracious sexual 
appetite: the formidable Empress Wu. 
Her rise to power had begun in the most 
modest manner possible, as a Fifth 
Grade concubine at the court of 
Emperor Tai Tsung. On entering the 
harem, she was given the honorary 
name Most Beautiful Wu, and at the 
age of 16 she was appointed one of the 
palace maids to the Royal Toilet. Her 
job was to stand by the Emperor’ s side 
while he urinated, holding a bowl of

head shaved and was confined to the 


Buddhist convent of Kan Yen. She was 


then 24 and was expected to spend the 
rest of her days as a nun. 

The new emperor had taken the name 
of Kao Tsung, and the beginning of his 


reign was threatened by the vicious 


squabbling of his wives. Two in 
particular were constantly intriguing 
for the rank of Empress, and the 
Emperor, remembering the uncompli- 
cated delights offered by the cloistered 
Wu Chao, forced his ministers to revoke 
the old customs and to have her 
released. Most Elegant Beauty Wu was 
restored to the palace, this time with the 


high rank of consort, and within a short 


time had superseded the two powerful 


wives. 


Soon .after she was installed as 
Empress, Kao Tsung suffered a stroke 
and, having alienated most of his 


ministers because of his attachment to 


her, was forced to entrust her with high 
matters of state. She was quick to take 
advantage of her 
intuition again preparing her for a 
dramatic change in her fortunes. To this 
end she began to intrigue against 
possible rivals, accusing them of crimes 
against the ailing Emperor and having 


them either decapitated or banished. 


At last there was only one possible 
claimant to the Dragon Throne and, after 
her husband’s death, Wu Chao became 
Empress Wu Tse-tien, the first woman 
to rise to this exalted rank. 

One of her more remarkable appoint- 
ments was that of Celestial Sex- 
Selector. Shang Kuan Wan-er was 
promoted from concubine to this 


arduous post, and her duty was to select 


from intimate knowledge those men 
most likely to please the Empress. The 
Celestial Sex-Selector was ordered to 


start with the 3000 men of the Palace. 


Guard, and after a month she petitioned 
the Dragon Ruler with the following 
“Your humble subject, without 
the dragon Yin spirit and fire of Your 
Majesty, is unlikely to survive much 
longer these duties. My parts are so 
tender that | am unable to sit, my mouth 
is so sore that it is impossible to eat, 
and my body aches so much that | am 
denied even sleep.” 

Empress ‘Wu, now in her late 40s, was 
sympathetic to the plea and decided on 
another method for selecting the most 
formidable males in the Empire. This 
variation of the traditional ‘beauty 
contests” by which concubines had 


been chosen for the emperors was .

One of 
“May the Jade-Thruster of 
the Great Hstieh rip through the walls 
of your Flowery Path! A visit to the 
man’s home proved that his reputation 
was deserved, and he was informed of 
the honour that now awaited him. In 
his native town of Lo-yang the Great 
Hsteh had been a drug-pedlar and a 
trader in aphrodisiacs, and this expertise, 
together with his formidable equipment, 
soon ensured that he was the most 
favoured of all the Empress’s male 
concubines. This he confirmed in a 
series of sex competitions and his 
mistress, in publicly acknowledging his 
triumph, is recorded to have said: “This 
that | hold in my hand gives me more 
delight than my whole Empire”. 
Within two years the indefatigable 
Empress Wu had exhausted this formid- 
able male concubine, and so deep was 
her sorrow following his death that she 
moved to the San Yang Palace at 
Ch'in. Among the high mountains her 
spirits revived, and her tireless pre- 
occupation with sex was soon pursuing 
new diversions. She filled the San Yang 
Palace with 400 men each reputed to be 


‘seven feet tall and similarly propor- 


tioned, and placed them in the charge of 
30 physicians. The medical men were 
ordered to perfect the elusive Elixir of 
Eternal Youth. From ancient times the 
basis of this had been considered to be 
male sperm and tiger blood, and ‘the 
results of their experiments were claimed 
to be so successful that she used the 
elixir to the end of her days. 

Not all palace concubines were able 
to satisfy their ambitions as well as 
Empress Wu, and a feature of court life 
was the jealousy between some of the 
favourites. Once they were 
elevated to a status where they might 
be part of their ruler’s daily life, they 
were quick to seize every opportunity to 
rise above their closest rivals. There are 
many accounts of the cruelties inflicted 
by concubines and consorts on each 
other, and Hsu Ying-Ch'iu (14th 
century), an historian, recounts the 
story of Prince Ch’u’s favourite, Kao- 
hsin. She was with Prince Ch’ when 
two jealous concubines, Ch’ ao p'ing and 
Ti-yu, rushed into the bedchamber and 
tried to kill her. They were seized by 
eunuchs and, to show his regret that 
Kao-hsin should have come so close to 


death, Prince Ch’ti allowed her to 


decide on their punishment. 

Hsu Ying- Chiu states: ‘'Ti-yi and 
Ch’ao-p‘ing were taken to the public 
square, stripped of their robes and staked 
to the ground in a kneeling position. 
Rams, goats and even dogs were en- 
couraged to mount them, the efforts of 


which greatly pleased the watching 


Kao-hsin.” The torment of the two 
concubines came to an end when, 


instead of suffering the traditional 
decapitation, their bodies were severed 
at the waist. 

In the course of her career, Kao-hsin 
had 14 women tortured to death, and 
her influence on the prince caused him 
to exceed even his own cruel excesses. 
He had every wall in the palace de- 
corated from ceiling to floor with murals 
of colourful sexual scenes, and every 
day he paraded his palace maids and 
relatives, even aged aunts and uncles, 
and forced them to imitate the scenes on 
the walls. Prince Ch’ti also possessed a 
remarkable collection of erotic illustra- 
tions painted on the skins of stillborn 
babies, such skins possessing the 
advantage for a painter of having the 
smoothest surface known at that time. 


It was customary for the breasts to 
be bound and flattened, for such was 
Yang's concentration on the vulva that 
it was rather summarily called “the 
One square inch”. The nude body as a 
subject for art was almost totally 
ignored, apart from pillow books 
which featured bedchamber scenes for 
practical demonstrations of the sex act. 
The author Lin Yutang in My Country 
and My People (1936) makes the 
pertinent observation: ‘‘For woman's 
body, as body, the Chinese have no 
appreciation. We see very little of it in 
art. Chinese artists fail dismally in the 
portrayal of the human form, and even. 
an artist like Chiu Shihchou (Ming 
Period), famous for his paintings of 
female life, shows the upper part of the 
female nude form very much like a 
potato. Few Chinese, unversed in 
Western art, can tell the beauty of a 
woman's neck or of a woman’s back.” 
From about the time of the Mongol 
Dynasty (1280-1368), however, until 
China became a republic in 1912, an 
exciting new factor entered into con- 
siderations of feminine beauty. To the 


‘obsession with “the one square inch” 


was added the sudden discovery of the 
sexual attractiveness of bound feet. 

Whether it is regarded as a fetish or a 
fashion, the historical fact remains that 
in a remarkably short time it had claimed 
women of all classes, except for a few 
maidservants and peasants, and since 
no revolts against the painful practice 
are recorded, there must have been 
very real (psychological) reasons for 
its adoption. 

The bandages were usually applied in 
early childhood, the technique being to 
fold the toes and the front part of the 
foot underneath, very painful at first, 
more bearable as the deformity finally 
set into the pattern of a hoof. This hoof- 
like shape was given the romantic name 
of ‘golden lily” or “golden lotus”, the 
ideal dimension being when the base 
measured only three inches. Apart from 
the physical discomfort, the result of 
foot-' binding was to handicap move- 
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ment and to make even walking an 
awkward exercise. But it was widely 
believed to cause the thighs to swell, 
thereby making them more voluptuous 
to the male. 

Another theory put forward to explain 
its popularity with the male was that her 


virtual immobility in the bedchamber 


reduced her to helplessness. In Lord 
Macartney’s Journal recording his stay 
in Peking at the end of the 18th century, 
he is told by a Mandarin attached to the 
Embassy : “Footbinding might possibly 
have arisen from oriental jealousy, 
which has always been ingenious in its 
contrivances for securing ladies to their 
Owners, and certainly a good way 
of keeping them at home is to make it 
both troublesome and painful for them 
to gad about“ 

The tightly bound feet were covered 
by decorative leggings tied round the 
ankles or sometimes rising to mid-calf, 
and the modesty surrounding the 
“golden lilies’” was such that a woman 
indulging in sexual intercourse would 
allow herself to be stripped of every- 
thing except her leggings. In erotic 
prints and paintings, usually in pillow 
books, the women are shown in every 
imaginable position, sometimes two or 
three with a single male, and the only 
garment invariably in evidence is the 
foot-covering. The almost sacred nature 
of the bound foot, however, gave it a 
special importance in courtship, and for 
a man to lightly brush the leggings with 
his fingers was the most direct invitation 
to sex. This was often managed with 
some pretence at subtlety by the man 
““accidentally’’ dropping objects on the 
floor when seated close to the woman 
of his choice, then whispering to be 
allowed ' ‘to walk between the golden 


lilies”. 
As the feet remained hidden even 


when the woman unconcernedly ex- 
posed her vagina, it was not surprising 
that they became the object of the 
deepest sexual longings and the com- 
monest cause of male involuntary 
ejaculation. To be allowed to remove 
the bandages was a favour seldom per- 
mitted in the early stages of a sexual 
relationship, and an exciting love posture 
was for the man to have the em- 
broidered leggings dangling in front of 
his face as he thrust into the Jade 
Pavilion. To effect this added pleasure, 
lengths of rope were needed to suspend 
the feet from the ceiling or, 
‘couple were lying on a traditional bed, 
to tie them to the high frame. A 


compromise between keeping on the. 


bandages and exposing the feet was to 
use the bandages for the tying-up, an 
arrangement that possibly allowed a 
glimpse of the crumpled toes. 

In any study of the physical variations 
of the Chinese, the vast area of the 
country must be considered.

peoples of Europe. Skin colour, physical 
proportions, the shape of face and 
features, the degree of body hair, and 
even certain characteristics of the sex 
organs, are identified with distinct 
districts of the country. In Kweichow 
the women of one of the tribes are 
mostly without pubic hair, while in a 
district of Szechwan the females are 
reputed to have ‘‘double-door’ vaginas. 
This term refers to unusually thick /ab/a 


majoris, giving the male a greater sense. 


of penetration. As in Europe, the 
individuals of one area are regarded as 
particularly virile, of another as rather 
dour, of a third as temperamental. A 
story is told, for example, of the Emperor 
who chose all his concubines from a 
certain area of Fukien. Although a virile 
man himself, he could hardly satisfy 
girls with such passionate natures, and 
gradually they ‘began to lose their 
gaiety and vitality. He therefore con- 
sulted his doctors and was told that the 
best medicine for the girls’ sickness was 
a company. of the Palace Guards. 
The Emperor's sense of magnanimity 
prevailed and he agreed to this, and 
some days later he decided to visit his 


hatem in person to see whether the. 


girls were feeling better. He was at once 
delighted by the transformation, but as 
he turned from the radiant women he 
was surprised to see sprawling on the 
couches a number of prostrate and 
haggard men. On demanding an ex- 
planation for their presence, one of the 
girls exclaimed: “Oh Dragon Ruler, 
these are the empty jars of the medicine 
you prescribed.” 

The intellectual interest with which 


the Chinese male regarded the female 


organs was applied with equal diligence 
to his own parts. Bedchamber heroes of 
sex-battles took to the field wearing a 
penis-helmet known as the Cap of 
Eternal Desire, a breastplate termed a 
Sulphur Lust Ring, a carved jade ring at 
the base of the penis (for exciting the 
clitoris), and sometimes pennants of 


gay ribbons fluttering from the testicles. — 
Attempts to increase the size of the 


penis were conducted at two levels, 
one being by medicaments, the other 
by surgical grafting. The prescriptions 
could be taken orally, applied to the 
member or, in some instances, rubbed

More modern evidence would suggest 
that the cultivated Chinese was not 
entirely incorrect in feeling himself at a 
physical disadvantage in comparison 
with some of the barbarian races. The 
proof of his own eyes suggested that 
the Chinese male, at least among 
southerners, was a “boy-man” with 
narrow shoulders, a minimum of body 
hair except for the pubic region, and 
hands and muscles that too often 
matched the softness of women. The 
reassuring superiority of the Celestial 
Kingdom, of his own cultural and 
intellectual achievements, frequently 
failed to compensate for the awful 
doubt about his masculinity, and C. N. 
in their Race 
Variations to Syphilis (1948) quote the 
findings of an. examination of one 
skulls at Peking Medical 
College by A. Wood-Jones. 

' “The sexual characteristics of these skulls 
are extremely ill-differentiated. As judged by the 
standards applicable to European crania, a very 
large number of the males would be classed as 
females. In many cases the extreme femininity 
of the male skull was surprising. The morpho- 
logical character of the skulls would seem to be 
merely symptomatic of the general poor 


development of the secondary ‘sex characters 


of the Chinese male. An example ‘of this is the 
absence of body hair. In this respect the 
Chinese male resembles the White female more 
than he does the male of the White race. 

It may also be said that many of the functional 
capacities of the Chinese people, both psychic 
and somatic, are more nearly related to the 
female type than are the same capacities of the 
White race. In refinement of mind, tastes and 
manners, and in certain social and political 


attitudes, the Chinese race bears a relation to 


the White race similar to that of the human 
female to the male.” 

_ Whatever modern scientists may say, 
however, about the exact degree of his 
genetic composition, the ence of 
history and the proof amassed by the 
corpus of his literature and 


virility and his concern with sex, his 
masculinity need hardly be measured by 
body hair or the width of his shoulders. 
In fact his worship of the Pleasure 
Pavilion was the fundamental religion 
of his life, as the following poem 
inscribed on the wall of a Peking 
brothel makes clear:

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4-CHANNEL STEREO: 
WHAT IS IT? 


“It's like nothing we've ever heard,” says 
Burton Cummings of the Guess Who. “It’s like 
getting completely stoned without using drugs 
or alcohol.” “It is the latest sensation to hit 
the stereo circuit, 4-channel sound. And it’s 
already having an impact on rock musicians 
like Cummings and classically-oriented audio- 
philes alike. 

Basically, 4-channel stereo is to ordinary 
stereo what stereo is to mono: the addition of 
two separately-recorded channels of sound for 
giving extra dimension and depth to the music 
we hear. Regular stereo took music from the 
pinhole sound source of a single speaker and 
spread it out across the wall of your listening 
room. Four-channel adds depth — putting you 
in the middle of a group like the Guess Who, or 
recreating the acoustics of Carnegie Hall in 
your living room. 

What excites musicians about the new 
medium is the possibility of creating a total 
sound environment in the listening room. And 
because the listener exercises control over the 
balance among the loudspeakers, he becomes 
part of the creative process. With the right 
program material, good 4-channel equipment 
and psychedelic lighting, who needs pot for the 
perfect trip? Now it’s possible to score music 
or record it so that it surrounds you. 

Four-channel stereo works on exactly the 
same principle as 2-channel. Our ears are 
approximately seven inches apart, and practic- 
ally none of the sound we hear reaches both 
ears simultaneously. Instead, the left ear hears 
a solo violin a millisecond before the sound 
reaches the right ear, or an electric guitar 
assaults the right eardrum slightly before the 
left ear hears it. The brain, acting like a calculator, 
computes the difference between the signals 
and tells us just how far to the left or the right 
the violin or guitar actually is. By providing 
separate channels for the left and right ears, 
we create stereo sound. 

If separate speakers for left and right can 
create wall-to-wall stereo, some lovers of 
classical music asked themselves, wouldn't it 
be possible to recreate the acoustical environ- 
ment of a concert hall by placing microphones 
at the rear of the hall, recording the music plus 
the ambiance of the hall and playing back this 
sound through two loudspeakers located 
behind the listener ? They discovered that with 
such a recording, the listener could, by adjusting 
the controls himself, recreate the intimacy of a 
small salon complete with chamber orchestra, 
or the enormous caverns of the Metropolitan 
Opera. 

For recording engineers, record producers 
and the more creative rock groups, 4-channel 
opened whole new horizons. The group

wouldn't have to be located up in front of the 
listener. It could surround him. In fact, he 
could get inside not only the music, but some of 
the instruments, like the electronic Moog 
synthésizer. Creative minds have barely gotten 
to work on the problem of what to do with 
4-channel, even though they're agreed it’s the 
most exciting thing to happen to music in 
years. But the 4-channel hardware is here 
already. 

The new sound requires more than just four 
loudspeakers in your listening room. You've 
got to have four separate programs of informa- 
tion, one for each speaker. These may be fed 
into your system by a 4-channel tape, cassette 
or cartridge deck or a 4-channel stereo broad- 
cast; or your system may be able to recreate 
them from existing 2-channel program material 
like your present stereo record collection or a 
conventional FM stereo broadcast. Sansui, 
Harman-Kardon, Dynaco, Electro-Voice and 
Lafayette Radio are just a few of the manu- 
facturers who can give you 4-channel sound 
from 2-channel records or tapes, for example.

With an uncommon range and 
Clarity that music lovers will 
more than likely call heavenly. 
(10-20,000 Hz.)

Obviously, the first thing to add is two 
loudspeakers, mounted in the rear of your 
listening room (behind you). Experts are

divided on whether these need to match your 
present stereo speakers, or whether you can 
get away with something less in the way of 
cost and sound quality.

The 
Quadaptor simply picks the rear channel signals 
off your records and feeds it to the rear 
speakers. Its supporters say this is a great way 
to get started with 4-channel stereo, because 
the cost is low and because you can step up to 
the next level at any time. 

The next level can be a substantial step. In 
addition to a 4-channel decoder or synthesizer 
(Electro-Voice has one for $59.95° Sansui’s 
QS-1 costs $199.95), you need a second 
stereo amplifier to power the rear loudspeakers 
you've already bought. It need not match the 
stereo amplifier or receiver you already own;

stereo amplifier or receiver you already own; 
an $80 amplifier delivering a bare 20 watts per 
channel should be adequate with most 
speakers. Of course, if you've recently bought 
better speakers for your living room and haven't 
yet gotten rid of the old ones, o1 if you've 
traded up from an inexpensive stereo amplifier 
to a good stereo receiver and still have the old 
model on hand, you're ahead of the game. 
This equipment is ideal for getting started in 
4-channel. 

So, if Dynaco’s $29 Quadaptor will do the 
job, who needs the Sansui QS-1 at $199 ? The 
more expensive stereo decoders and adaptors 
not only provide greater versatility within the 
system, but can be capable of more dramatic 
quadrasonic effects from 2-channel recordings. 
For example, the OS-1 offers you the option 
with any stereo record of concert-hall sound 
(all the musicians up front, with only the 
ambiance of the auditorium behind) or 
surrounding yourself with the Philadelphia 
Orchestra or the Guess Who. The OS-1 offers 
not only a multiplicity of volume and balance 
controls, but separate volume indicators for 
each channel and other goodies. And because 
each channel now has its own amplifier as well 
as its own speaker, you're ready to step up to a 
full-fledged 4-channel system with its own 
program source. 

If you chose the Electro-Voice decoder, all 
you need now are some 4-channel records, 
available from Ovation Records, Phase III or 
several other labels. At press time, however, 
most of the Quadrasonic action was on tape, 
with RCA and Motorola offering a significant 
selection of Stereo 8 cartridges and Fisher, 
Toyo, Webcor, Telex and Lafayette offering 
playback equipment; and manufacturers of 
open reel tape recorders like Teac, Wollensak, 
Sony/Superscope, Panasonic and Astrocom, 
with decks selling for from $399 to $1695. 
Because it’s possible to assign a separate tape 
track to each of the four sound channels, it’s 
easier to put quad stereo on tape, and the 
results — at least so far — are more satisfactory 
than on discs. Any of these decks connect 
directly to your stereo amplifiers or control 
center. 

Suppose you've gone the whole route — two 
new speakers, stereo synthesizer, stereo tape 
deck ~— and discover that you have quite a shelf 
full of equipment. Don’t despair. You can 
replace the 2-channel stereo receiver and 
amplifier with a single unit — Fisher's 701 
quadrasonic receiver or H.H. Scott's Model 
499 quadrasonic amplifier ($699.95 and 
' $599.95 respectively). Like the QS-1, both 
feature a multiplicity of balance and volume 


controls, the latter with four illuminated 
volume indicators. 
There are such things as quadrasonic 


broadcasts. In Boston they go out over two 
separate FM stereo stations, and to enjoy 
them you need two conventional stereo 
receivers. In other cities, stations have ex- 
perimented with the Electro-Voice and Dyna 
systems. So far, the Federal Communications 
Commission hasn't laid dowi the law about 
what form over-the-air quad stereo will take, 
so there’s no such thing as a 4-channel stereo 
tuner. The FM section of Fisher's model 701, 
in fact, is a conventional 2-channel FM stereo 
tuner. 

As with anything else, the better the in- 
gredients in your 4-channel system, the better 
the overall results are bound to be. But if you're 
worried about having to scrap a hard-earned 
piece of equipment, don’t. Chances are it'll fit in 
just fine with your new 4-channel stereo system.

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THE SUPER CASSETTE 


IS HERE 


Sometime during 1971, every 17th person in 
the United States will stop into an audio 
salon, department store, discount house or 
neighborhood camera shop to buy a tape 
recorder. More than half these buyers, or about 
6.5 million shoppers, will select a cassette 
player or recorder. It may be a battery-operated 
portable, for the beach or a heavy date; a 
stereo playback deck for the car, or one of the 
increasing number of super-cassette decks 
designed for use with a component hi-fi 
system. 


Until recently, audiophiles tended to look 
askance at the cassette. True, it was compact, 
easy to use and highly portable. But it really 
didn’t sound as good as today’s better stereo 
records or open reel tapes, when played on good 
equipment. The frequency response was limited, 
hiss from the tape masked some of the music, 
and the players themselves introduced dis- 
tortion. A lot has happened so far this year 
to change that picture. 


For one thing, equipment manufacturers like 
Sony, Panasonic, Harman-Kardon, Teac and 
others have launched a campaign against 
noise. They define noise as any sound you don't 
want in your audio system. Perhaps the biggest 
name in the anti-noise field is Dolby Labora- 
tories, a British firm already responsible for 
making records quieter and better-sounding. 
The Dolby circuit cuts noise during recording 
by altering the relationship of the very quiet 
tones and overtones to the noise level inherent 
in any recording tape. Cassette decks featuring 
the Dolby circuit are available from Harman- 
Kardon, Advent, Fisher, Kenwood and others, 
with more models and manufacturers expected 
this fall. They're not cheap — the average 
Dolbyized deck sells for $200 and up — but 
they do narrow the gap between cassette 
sound and records. 


Dolby doesn’t have the noise reduction to 
itself. Panasonic and Sony, to name only two, 
have their own systems. Meanwhile tape 
manufacturers like TDK, Scotch, Bell & Howell, 
Ampex and others have produced a quieter tape. 
TDK, which pioneered the field, found a way 
of packing a higher density of iron particles — 
the stuff which makes recording tape work — on 
a given area of tape. The result was a tape 
which not only looks different from ordinary 
brown recording tape, but sounds noticeably 
better, even when you use it on an inexpensive 
portable. 


At the same time, DuPont (chromium 
dioxide) and 3M Company (cobalt) have been 
experimenting with new materials. Chromium 
dioxide, a substance created in the laboratory, 
seems ideally suited to high fidelity recording 
but, like many of the high density tapes, 
requires an adjustment in the recorder in order 
to take full advantage of its high frequency and 
low noise characteristics. Scotch’s cobalt- 
treated low-noise tape, on the other hand, 
claims the benefits of both sides — high density 
performance on a standard recorder without 
the need for adjustment. These tapes sell for up 
to 50 per cent more than the better-quality 
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standard cassettes — or $2.99 for a TDK 
60-minute cassette. 

Other manufacturers are busy making the 
cassette easier to use. Norelco and Ampex first 
introduced the cassette changer four years ago. 
Now there are several more, enabling you to 
stack cassettes like records and play them 
automatically, one after another. Craig's Model 
2805 features a vertical stack, but, unlike 
Norelco’s and Ampex’s, it plays both sides of 
the cassette before changing. The 2805 can 
handle up to eight cassettes, or some 12 hours 
of music. Denon takes a different approach, 
with a horizontal tray, something like a 
jukebox. It, too, changes automatically and 
plays one or both sides of a cassette. 

The cassette system, introduced originally 
as a compact dictating machine, quickly came 
into its own as a highly portable music 
system. Recorders small enough and _ light- 
weight enough to fit into a coat pocket, from 
manufacturers like Panasonic, Sony, Norelco 
and others, provide music for an outing, take 
notes in the classroom, even provide enough 
music for a party or dance. Because of their 
small speakers, however, even the best of the 
portables often don’t provide the kind of gut- 
thumping bass rock aficionados love. So Bell 
& Howell came up with the Boom Box, an 
add-on speaker which emphasizes bass in a 
made-to-match cassette recorder ($79.95). 
Now there are cassette portables with built-in 
radios, even stereo portables with detachable 
wing or extension speakers. 

Portability has made the cassette a great 
summer favorite. Vacationers take them along 
not only to provide music away from home, 
but to record the highlights of a vacation — the 
aural as well as the visual. A cassette recorder 
can capture the sonic splendor of the Changing 
of the Guard at Buckingham Palace, the crash 
of the surf at Big Sur, the invitation of a 
Parisian (or New York) fi/le de joie, an im- 
promptu rock concert by a couple of neighbor- 
hood kids. 

In the car, until recently, the cartridge has 
reigned virtually supreme. Of the 3.8 million 
eight-track players expected to be sold this year, 
most will be under the: dashboards of cars, new 
and otherwise. Even there, things are happen- 
ing. The first 4-channel cartridge players for 
cars are available, from Toyo Radio for 
$129.95. The CS 721 player, like those of 
Motorola and others, is capable of playing 
conventional Stereo 8 cartridges through four 
loudspeakers, or handling the new Quad-8 
cartridges to convert your Volkswagen into a 
rolling concert hall. 

This year, the cassette is making a serious 
attack on the car cartridge-player — with models 
by Bell & Howell, Ampex and Aiwa that 
reverse automatically at the end of each track, 
thus eliminating the bother of having to 
remove the cassette, turn it over and reinsert it 
in the middle of each album while driving. The 
auto reverse feature, coupled with the do-it- 
yourself C-90 cassette from TDK or others, 
gives you almost twice as much uninterrupted 
listening as is possible with cartridges. The 


Panasonic’s voice reduction is incorporated 
into this RS-275 US unit. 


Denon’s model TRC-798 has a 12-cassette 
tray. 
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Bell & Howell’s Boom Box is an add-on 
loudspeaker that takes a cassette portable and 
boosts its bass. 
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Koss stereo headphones, model KRD-711, give 
comfortable private listening.

The phones designed for use with 
them are the type you get with transistor 
radios — inexpensive, reasonably efficient, but 
uncomfortable for prolonged listening and 
ineffective in shutting out noise in the listening 
area around you. 

The stereo headphone, so common a part of 
the complete stereo system for private listening, 
is coming into its own with the development 
of high-quality cassette and cartridge playback 
systems. Phones like the Koss PRO-4AA at 


$60 or KRD-711s ($30) not only provide better 
stereo sgund than most cassette and cartridge 
system speakers can deliver, but do it with 
comfort, thanks to ear cushions of foam (in 
the 711) or liquid-filled (in the PRO-4AA) 
which also shut out most external sound, 
When you add it all up the new medium 
comes close to the best sound currently 
obtainable from. records or open reel tapes.

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Acoustic (or Air) Suspension Technique for 
mounting a loudspeaker to increase bass 
frequency response. An acoustic-suspension 
loudspeaker comes ina hermetically-sealed box 
so that the speaker cone rides on a cushion of 
air trapped behind it. Such systems are generally 
compact with pleasing bass sound. But the 
technique, by itself, is no guarantee of speaker 
quality or performance. 

Amplifier The device which boosts the weak 
electrical signals generated by a phonograph 
cartridge or tape playback head into a signal 
strong enough to power a loudspeaker. Every 
stereo compact or console has an amplifier 
section. As a hi-fi component, the amplifier 
forms the heart of a complete audio system. 
Available as a single separate component, as 
two units (power amplifier and separate pre- 
amplifier), or as part of a stereo receiver. 
Cartridge Can mean two different things. A 
phono cartridge is the device in the tone arm of 
automatic turntable or manual record player, 
which translates stereo record grooves into 
separate electrical impulses to feed your left and 
right loudspeakers. An 8-track cartridge is 
about the size of a paperback novel and contains 
an endless loop of magnetic tape. The tape 
carries the equivalent of an LP’s worth of music, 
with four programs of conventional stereo or 
two programs of 4-channel stereo music — a 
total of eight tracks. This cartridge fits an 8- 
track car player, stereo deck or battery- 
operated portable. 


Cassette About one-fourth the size of a tape 
cartridge, the cassette contains two tiny reels 
of tape inside a plastic shell with a length of tape 
approximately 1/7’ wide between them. 
Designed mainly for use on home recorders and 
playback decks, the cassette also holds the 
contents of an LP. Or you can buy blank 
cassettes and record your own music. 
Channel A single channel of sound con- 
stitutes monaural; two channels make up 
conventional stereo; and it takes four channels 
to create quadraphonic sound. 


Compact (or Stereo Compact) A three-piece 
stereo system, usually consisting of two book- 
shelf loudspeakers and a center control unit. 
The control unit may include any of the 
standard audio. program sources — record 


‘player, AM and/or FM stereo tuner, open reel 


tape deck, cassette or cartridge tape deck, or 
any combination. But the control center always 
contains a stereo amplifier. The most common 
combination is a stereo record player and AM- 
FM stereo receiver, to which other program 
sources such as tape may be connected. The 
stereo compact embodies the basic concept of 
component high fidelity — the physical separa- 
tion of loudspeakers from the automatic 
turntable to eliminate the problem of acoustic 
feedback in older-style phonographs and 
consoles. 


Console A home eritertainment system in a 
single piece of furniture. The better consoles 


contain some of the same components that 
make up a component system — but in order to 
fit record player and speakers into the same 
cabinet, it’s usually necessary to make com- 
promises in performance. 

Cycles Per Second (abbreviated CPS) The 
frequency response of any piece of audio 
equipment.is measured in cycles per second. A 
good hi-fi system should deliver a frequency 
response of at least 50-15,000 cps within a 
tolerance of 1 or 2 db. The best audio equipment 
delivers 20-20,000 cps or even more. 


Hum An annoying interference with the music 
On one or both stereo channels. Causes are 
various but when hum obliterates the music, it 
is often caused by a break in a connector cable. 


Monaural Single-channel sound, sometimes 
referred to (inaccurately) as hi-fi. 

Open Ree/ Tape recorders or decks using tape 
on reels rather than in cassettes or cartridges. 
Open reel recorders usually are larger and cost 
more than the other types. They have decided 
advantages for the do-it-yourselfer, but are 
more difficult to use than a cassette or cartridge 
system. 

Quadrasonic Four-channel stereo sound. 


Receiver The heart of most component 
systems, a receiver combines an FM stereo 
tuner, power amplifier and stereo preamplifier 
on a single chassis. A growing number of 
receivers include AM radio as well. The 
receiver supplies power to your loudspeakers, 
and can serve as a control center for tape, 
automatic turntable or other program sources. 


Tape Deck Mechanism that reels magnetic tape 
(also referred to as the tape transport), plus 
the erase, record and playback heads necessary 
to make or listen to a recording. A tape deck 
must be used with an external amplifier and 
loudspeakers. There are tape decks for open 
reel, cartridges and cassettes. 

Three-way A term used to describe a loud- 
speaker system containing at least three 
separate loudspeakers — for low-frequency, 
midrange, and high frequency. 

Tuner A device which converts broadcast 
signals to electrical signals which an amplifier 
can work on.

together in a network with others’ 


| computers, as many credit bureaux are, 
| there is no place to hide—the bad 


information will follow wherever you go. 
Even the Army has been plagued by 
misinformation. There was the case of 
the American general, wounded five 
times in Vietnam, whose name appeared 
in an Army data bank as a possible anti- 
war protester. Since he had been re- 
called from Vietnam for fighting so hard, 
it came as a surprise to him and the 
Army. It was later discovered that a 


| junior soldier had written the general's 


name on a subscription form for an 
“underground” newspaper. But this is 
the kind of raw data that is fed into 
data banks all the time. 

To try to correct incorrect data pits 


| man against the machines. There are few 


legal avenues open to the citizen to try 
to get either private or public data bank 
compilers to change incorrect infor- 
mation. Sometimes mistakes never do 
get corrected. There was the case of a 
man in Jefferson County, Kentucky, 
who one day drove to work as usual and 
parked his 1962 Ford in the parking lot 
of the factory where he worked. At 
quitting time, his car was gone. On 
checking with the Police Department, 
he found out his car had been reposses- 
sed by Ford Credit Company. 

Ford had been sending him notices 
that his payments were delinquent and 
had even sent representatives to his 
home twice to collect payments. The 
man had shown them his cancelled 
checks for the payments he was sup- 
posed to have missed. The third time a 
Ford representative came he brought 


| out a shotgun and refused to show any 


other documents to prove he was up to 
date in his payments. The represen- 
tative left promising to repossess his car. 

The day after his car was repossessed, 
he went to the Ford Credit Company. 
They admitted a mistake and said they 
would give him his car back and 
reimburse his out-of-pocket expenses 
if he’d sign a release exonerating them 
from further liability. He declined since 
the paper was blank. He went home 


| without his car. 


When the next payment came due, he 
didn’t pay it. ln a couple of weeks, Ford 
told him he was in default and later they 


| sold his car. The man went to a lawyer 


who filed suit in his behalf, demanding 
compensation, plus punitive damages. 
Ford admitted liability and the jury 
awarded the man $7,000, of which 


$5,000 was punitive. Ford petitioned 
that the punitive damages were ex- 
cessive, but a Court of Appeals rejected 
their case, saying: ‘In this computerized 
age, the law must require that men in the 
use of computerized data regard those 
with whom they are dealing as more 
important than a perforation on acard.” 

So far the citizen has a form of safe- 
guard in the fact that the numerous 
pools of information about him are 
separate. But once information gets onto 
magnetic tape it is only a step away 
from a central data system, which could 
be achieved just by a tape hook-up. 
Back in 1965 the Bureau of the Budget 
actually proposed a National Data 
Center, pooling the information of 20 
federal agencies. The idea of the project 
(which was defeated) was simply to 
facilitate compilation of statistical re- 
ports on facets of our national life, but 
the Center could have become the heart 
of a national surveillance system. How 
easily this could happen may be 
imagined after the revelations of Army 
spying on U.S. civilians, an activity 
described by former Attorney General 
Ramsey Clark as “really shocking” and 
“in excess of anything that is tolerable 
in afree country”. 

Electronic filing is, of course, a com- 
mercial convenience, and data banks are 
something that the modern citizen is 
going to have to live with. But clearly he 
is also entitled to legal safeguards 
against their abuse or malfunction. 
Senator Birch, Democrat for Indiana, and 
Representative Edward L. Kock, Demo- 
crat for New York, urge that each year 
both public and private compilers issue a 
printout of information in their files to the 
subjects of those files, with the subjects 
having the right to rebut inaccurate or 
derogatory statements. 

It is too easy to believe, as some high 
Government officials do, that self- 
control and restraint will be enough to 
protect the public. As Yale's law pro- 
fessor Charles A. Reich (author of The 
Greening of America) comments: “‘| 
believe that the real protection in this 
world comes not from people’s good 
intentions but from laws”. 

Consider the question of the Social 
Security number. When the Social 
Security program was first established, 
assurances were given up and down 
Capitol Hill that the individual’s number 
would be kept secret, and that no one 
could possibly use it to keep track of him. 
Today we must not only write our 
Social Security number on our income 
tax return but must also supply it to 
banks, employers, the military, telephone 
companies, motor vehicle bureaux, and 
others. And if the Census Bureau had 
had its way you would have had to 
include it on your 1970 census form 
“for the express purpose of aiding the 
correlation of Federal information.”

Corvette owners, however, soon dis- 
cover that their car is not as easy to 
maintain as an ordinary Chevrolet. Peter 
Eicher, general manager of the country’s 
largest Corvette dealership, Bob Rosen- 
thal Chevrolet, says a successful dealer 
must have mechanics thoroughly familiar 
with the car's high-performance engines. 
“And the mechanics also must //ke to 
work on Corvettes.” 

Almost since the car’s inception one 
man has been responsible for the 
Corvette's engineering: Zora Arkus- 
Duntov, a designer in the dedicated 
tradition of Enzo Ferrari and Ettore 
Bugatti. All other Detroit cars, by con- 
trast, are engineered by committees. A 
short wiry man with aristocratic features, 
Arkus-Duntov is a former racing driver 
who won his class in a Porsche at Le 
Mans in the 24-hour endurance races of 
1954 and 1955. Born in Belgium of 
Russian parents, he migrated to the U.S. 
in the early 1940s. Now 59, he resides in 
a Spanish-style mansion in Detroit's 
posh suburb of Grosse Pointe Shores, 
where he and his lovely blonde wife, 
Elfi, entertain members of the Bolshoi 
and other visiting Russian ballet troupes 
when they perform in Detroit. One night 
after | had dinner with her and her 
husband at their home she confided, 
when Zora left the room for a moment, 
that she worried about his high-speed 
driving on GM test tracks. “‘It is,’’ she 
said, “his 200-mile-an-hour runs which 
concern me. Sometimes | get up in the 
morning and Zora isn’t home, and | 
know he’s out there on the track, testing 
another Corvette.” 

Arkus-Duntov joined Chevrolet after 
seeing the first Corvette at GM's 1953 
Motorama show in New York's Waldorf- 
Astoria hotel. “It was,’’ he recalls, ‘far 


and away the best car there, though | 
could see its shortcomings and thought 
more could be made of it.” The first 
Corvette, named after a World War II 
class of escort warship, was a racy- 
looking car with almost the same wheel- 
base as the Jaguar XK-120, then being 
bought by nearly every movie star in 
Hollywood. Unfortunately, the produc- 
tion version proved a paradox. It had 
side curtains and a manually operated 
top, and sports-car buffs, tooling around 
in Jaguars, MGs and Austin-Healeys, 
disliked its fiberglass body and auto- 
matic transmission. Hot rodders, used to 
hopping up V-8s, snickered at its six- 
cylinder engine, though it was equipped 
with three carburetors. 

Still, the first Corvettes were fast, flat- 
cornering cars, but their factory- 
delivered price of $3,523 was about 
twice what Harley Earl originally had in 
mind. Chevrolet's stylists and engineers 
had gotten carried away while designing 
the automobile. Ford's slick little 
Thunderbird, introduced in late 1954, 
almost buried the Corvette in 1955, 
when only 700 were built, compared 
with 14,190 Thunderbirds. “We quickly 
learned why it didn't take off and fixed 
things with Zora‘s help,” recalls Ed Cole, 
who. recruited Arkus-Duntov for his 
engineering brilliance. 

In 1956 the Corvette scored an 
impressive victory at the 12-hour race 
in Sebring, Florida, giving it a much- 
needed performance image. It also 
came with luxury features, including 
power windows—derided at the time 
by purists but now widely copied by 
European sports cars. From then on, it 
was a smashing success both as an 
image car and as a moneymaker. 
Today owners of early-model Corvettes 
are discovering that their automobiles 
are becoming collector's items. 

Among the perks of ownership is 
Corvette News, a slick magazine sub- 
sidized by Chevrolet and staffed largely 
by personnel from Campbell-Ewald, 
the automaker's advertising agency. 
The magazine, which has a bi-monthly 
circulation of 110,000, is sent to 
Corvette owners, Chevy dealers, 
selected senior high schools and GM 
plants throughout the world. The editor 
is Joseph Pike, who is also in charge of 


“Your kind of society bugs me, man!” 
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merchandising Chevrolet's Camaros and 
Corvettes. When Pike was employed as 
a GM manager in Denver, Colorado, 
Ed Cole flew in for a test of a new 
engine at Colorado Springs, and Pike, 
driving him from the airport to the GM 
test site, talked enthusiastically about 
how he formed Colorado's first Corvette 
club. Cole kept him in mind for the job 
he now holds. Three years later he got it. 

The magazine in 1969 conducted a 
“hunt” for America’s oldest existing 
Corvette. The hunt’s winners were Mr. 
& Mrs. Ed Thiebaud, of Fresno, Cali- 
fornia, who owned ithe third off the 
assembly line—besides 10 other Cor- 
vettes, six kids, a turkey farm and an 
airline hangar to house the cars. 
Gerald D. Quick, another hunt winner 
from Omaha, Nebraska, wrote that he 
drove his Corvette “only on Sundays 
when the temperature is between 70 
and 90, with clear skies and very little 
wind”. No one at Corvette News was 
particularly surprised by Quick's attitude 
towards his car. 

The most remarkable Corvette I've 
ridden in is owned by Frank Osgood 
Butler ||, brother of Hair backer Mike 
Butler. The highly customized car has 
aircraft landing lights, a microphone, a 
color television and a laser beam. “| 
take it to the custom car shows, and 
nobody can understand the laser beam, 
which will go on for miles,” Butler 
said as we were driving in the $25,000 
car one night on the grounds of his 
father’s Oak Brook estate in Chicago. 
As he spoke, the car's electronic digital 
readout system, which looks like an 
electric clock with time change regis- 
tered by quick rearrangements of minia- 
ture light bulbs, but actually measures 
the car’s electrical “‘life force’, kept 
clicking away as the system charged 
up—+11 : 32, click +11: 50, click. 

“I'm looking forward to putting in an 
international telephone,” -Butler was 
saying. “Then | can call America from 
my home in Cascais, Portugal. | picked 
the Corvette to customize because it is 
the ideal American car for this sort of 
thing, the only one really.” 

Visually an even more notable 
eyebrow-raiser, and the most stunning 
Corvette show car ever built, is the 1962 
Shark. It was styled by William L. 
Mitchell, GM's head of styling, after 
the 1963 Stingray’s design had been 
formulated. Mitchell simply wanted to 
motor about in a new Stingray dis- 
guised so that the 1963 design would 
not be given away. Mitchell took the 
color scheme from a shark he caught off 
Bimini in the Bahamas. 

Mitchell's love affair with the Corvette 
is shared by Ed Cole and DeLorean, 
and this attachment to the car on the 
part of the men who create it—as well 
as those who clamor to own it—is 
what keeps the car the most advanced- 
looking American auto on the road. O-eg 
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very time you pick up a book on love 
or sex—however permissive or detailed 
or earthy it may be—you're being 
cheated!
